MANILA, Jan 20, (Reuter): The 
government of President 
Corazori Aquino, concerned 
over reports' of sexual harass- 
ment of maids from the Philip- 
pines, said today it would bar 
women from working abroad. 

.Presidential spokesman 
Teodoro Benigno said a cabinet 
meeting had approved a Labour 
Department suggestion to bait 
the practice of exporting domes- 
tic helpers until corrective meas- 
ures were taken by host coun- 
tries. 

“ There will be a temporary 
suspension of the deployment of 
Philippine labour, more par- 
ticularly Philippine female 
labour abroad because of exces- 
sive abuses.” Benigno said. 

“There will be a gradual lifting 
(of the ban) for countries in 
which the rights and human 
privileges of Filipino workers are 
respected,” he added. 

■Horror 

The move followed dozens of 
horror stones in the Philippine 
press of maids being raped by 
their employers, forced into 
prostitution and made to work in 
conditions approaching slavery. 

Most of the criticism has been 
directed at Japan and the Middle 
East.-. - .. . . 

An official said the ban would - 
not affect the' thousands of 
. womenirom the Philippines who 
work, especially in Asia, as bar 
girls and entertainers.

thousands of whom work in

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French 
forces to 
fire on 
Iranian 
gunboats 


MANAMA, Jan 20, (Agen- 
cies): The commander of 
France’s naval forces in the 
Golf said today his warships 
will fire on Iranian gunboats 
that refuse to break off 
attacks on neutral merchant 
ships when French vessels 
come to the rescue. 

Con tre- Amiral Guy Labo- 
uerie, speaking to reporters 
aboard the Marne, the flagship 
for the 22-ship French Indian 
Ocean fleet, said he was spelling 
out French rules of engagement 
in the area following an incident 
last weekend between the French 
frigate Dupleix and Iranian gun- 
boats in the Strait of Hormuz. 

He called on all nations with 
warships in the region to adopt a 
similar posture toward Iran, call- 
ingit a “de facto” intervention in 
- Iranian .attacks in -the name of 
humanitarian assistance to the 
crews of undefended merchant 
vessels calling for help. 

Burning 

“We cannot see other ships 
burning with their crew without 
helping,” he said. 

The admiral’s remarks 
appeared to reflect a hardening 
of French policy toward Iran 
after allegations that France had 
sought accommodation with 
Tehran last month to win the 
release of its hostages in 
Lebanon. 

Describing the policy as a two- 
level approach, he said: “If they 
attack a French flag vessel, we 
will respond to it This is the first 
level of intervention. If they 
(warships) see an attack on 
another ship, they intervene to 
protect life." 

He said that even a warship 
putting itself between Iranian 
fire and a commercial vessel in 
distress was “just humanitarian 
help ... a kind of help.” 

Requests 

Equally, if a ship under attack 
did not request help, there would 
be no reason forinterveniion, he 
added. He was referring to a 
report in October that a French 
warship did not move to belpa 
vessel that was being attacked in 
the vicinity because the target 
was not a French-flag ship. 

The captain of the frigate 
Dupleix, Claude Musset, reading 


a prepared statement to repor- 
ters visiting the warship, said that* 
wben his vessel last Saturday 
received a distress signal from tbe 
12,467-ton Rainbow, he headed 
fast toward it and saw it had 
already been set ablaze in an 
attack. 

“We saw three speedboats 
eight kilometres (five miles) 
apart which fired three rockets at 
the Rainbow without reaching 
her. Dupleix closing (in on) 
Rainbow and entering their 
weapon danger area called on 
gunboats to stop their threaten- 
ing shots or she (Dupleix) would 
fire. The speedboats then stop- 
ped shooting and moved away,” 
Musset read. 

In Dubai, official and shipping 
sources said today that an inter- 
national naval armada has 
cleared the Gulf of mines since it 
arrived.fast year with none being 
found in or near the waterway 
since November. 

A 30- sq mile danger zone off 
the UAE port of Fujairah, just 
outside the Gulf, has also been 
declared safe after intensive Brit- 
ish mines weeping, the Middle 
East Navigation Aids Service 
(Menas) said. 

Stopover 

Commander Bob Money, cap- 
tain of the British frigate Scylla, 
said during a stopover in Bahrain 
port on Monday that “the 
known minefields have been 
swept” 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar is willing to 
undertake shuttle diplomacy 
between Tehran and Baghdad to 
■try to halt the Gulf war, but only 
if he is assured it would be 
productive, he said yesterday. 

“I don't want to be used as a 
way of buying time, or pretend- 
ing movement where there is no 
movement," he said in an 
interview with Reuters. 

A top Soviet official said 
recently that the Secretary-Gen- 
eral should return to Iran and 
Iraq for a further attempt to 
obtain a ceasefire before a possi- 
ble arms embargo against Iran 
was considered in the Security 
Council. 

Perez de Cuellar made his 
remarks after he conferred with 
Iranian Ambassador Moham- 
mad Jaafar Mahalatti, who later 
called on the president of the 
council, Crispin Tickell of 
Britain. 


Crippled author 
Nolan bags award 


DUBLIN, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Irish author Christy Nolan, 
who cannot walk, talk or con- 
trol his twitching limbs, won 
Britain’s richest literary award 
with an auto-biography ham- 
mered out by a “unicorn stick” 
strapped to his head. 

The 22-year-old Dubliner, 
his chin cupped in his mother s 
hands as he reaches laboriously 
for every letter on the typ- 
ewriter, has been hailed as 
Ireland's new James Joyce for 
his book rUnder the Eye of the 
Clock.” 

“You have fashioned me as 
an equal to any other writer, be 
they creating words by hand or 
by head," Nolan said through 
his mother Bernadette yester- 
day when receiving the £20,0W 
($35,400) Whitbread Book of 
the Year Award in London. 

Pleading for tk e handicap- 
ped at an emotionally charged 


presentation ceremony, he 
said: “Tonight is my night for 
laughing, for crying tears of 
joy. But wait, my brothers hob- 
ble after me hinting “what 
about silent us? can we too have 
a voice.” 

Fight 

“Imagine what I would have 
missed if the doctors had not 
revived me on that September 
day long ago,” said the cerebral 
palsy victim, who almost died of 
asphyxiation at birth. 

Nolan has to fighr for every 
word. Each page takes a day to 
write as his mother joins in the 
back-breaking task of support- 
ing his head at the typewriter. A 
muscle relaxant drag has given 
him just enough control to pick 
out the letters. 

He and his Family have 
developed an extrasensory level

Amal lifts siege of 
Beirut refugee camps 


BEIRUT, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Lebanese Shi’ite Muslims lifted a 
three-year siege of Beirut's Pales- 
tinian refugee camps today, 
eyewitnesses reported. 

Hundreds of Amal militiamen 
and troops of the Army’slargely- 
Shi’ite Sixth Brigade withdrew 
from positions around the bat- 
tered Shatila and Bouij A1 Baraj- 
neh camps in south Beirut. 

About 250 Syrian troops were 
deployed in 17 positions around 
the camps, under siege since May 
1985 in a bitter conflict in which 
at least 2,500 people were killed. 

Bearded Amal fighters clad in 
olive-green military fatigues and 
armed with automatic rifles 
packed their belongings and left 
for barracks in Syrian-controlled 
West Beirut. . . 

Tribute 

Three Army troop carriers 
with 400 soldiers of the Sixth 
Brigade had earlier rolled away 
from the muddy alleyways 
surrounding the camps. 

Amal leader Nabih Beni 
announced on Saturday that his 
men would lift their siege of two 
camps in Beirut and one in South 
Lebanon as a tribute to Palestin- 
ian protests in the Israeli- 


occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

TTiere was no immediate word 
of similar moves at Rashidiyeh 
near the port of Tyre, 80 km (45 
miles) south of Beirut.. 

In an emotional scene, 
thousands of Palestinian men, 
women and children chanted 
welcome slogans, hailing the 
Syrian troops and showering 
them with flowers. 

“The Syrian deployment ends 
our nightmare," Mohammed, a 
24-year-old Palestinian fighter, 
said at Shatila camp. 

“We’ve been living in a big 
prison and now we have regained 
our freedom. We’ve had enough 
of suffering and it's about time to 
live like normal human beings,” 
he said. 

Mohammed, like thousands 
of Palestinian males, had not 
moved out of his camp for three 
years for fear of being killed or 
kidnapped by besieging Amal 
militiamen. 

The blockade, aimed at curb- 
ing the military power of Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat in 
Lebanon, was partially lifted last 
April when Syrian officials 
enforced a ceasefire in the bitter 
“camp war”. 


Gandhi dies 


PESHAWAR, Jan 20, (Agen- 
ides): Abdul GhaiTar Khan, ren- 
owned in India for helping win 
freedom from the British but less 
popular in his native Pakistan for 
opposing its independence, died 
today. He was 98. 

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi rushed to Pakistan to 
pay his condolences and des- 
cribed Ghaffar Khan as a 
“freedom fighter” devoted to 
“non-violence and wonderful 
humanity. The world has losi a 
very good man.” 

Messages 

Known to his supporters as 
“The Frontier Gandhi” for his 
association with the revered 
independence leader Mahatma 
Gandhi, he had a wide following 
among the Pashtun people of 
North West Frontier Province 
(NWFP). 

But the suspicion he aroused in 
other parts of Pakistan was 
mirrored in guarded messages of 
condolence sent by President

Mohammad Zia-uI-Haq and 
Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo. 

“He was a veteran politician 
and a dedicated social worker 
who remained wedded to bis 
creed and political philosophy all 
his life,” Zia said. 

Junejo paid tribute, briefly, to 
the pacifist's struggle against 
British colonialism. 

Doctors at the British-built 
Lady Reading Hospital in Pesh- 
awar. northwest of Islamabad, 
said GhaiTar Khan died at 6:35 
am (01 35 GMT). 

Ghaffar Khan returned to 
Peshawar from New Delhi, in 
August 1987. He had suffered a 
stroke in Bombay, and after 
being transferred to New Delhi, 
was taken to Peshawar, where he 
was born. 

He suffered a stroke last July 
and spent his last days “slipping 
in and out of consciousness,” 
said Dr Jamal Ahmad, a hospital 
administrator. The elderly 
statesman had developed a chest 
infection. 

Struggle 

During a brief stop at the home 
of the North West Frontier 
Province governor, Rajiv said 
Ghaffar Khan was among the 
leaders of “our freedom strug- 
gle.” He said that wherever there 
are weak, poor and oppressed 
people, the struggle led by Ghaf- 
far Khan continues. 

A crowd estimated at 20,000 
converged in Jinnah Park in tbe 
heart of Peshawar's old city to 
view the body, the top half visible 
through glass in a simple wooden 
casket lined with white satin. 

GhaiTar Khan’s funeral was 
scheduled for tomorrow at Jin- 
nah Park. In his will, he said he 
wanted to be buried at 
Jallalabad, Afghanistan, where 
he owned a house. 

Hb son Abdul Wali Khan, 
who heads the left-of-centre 
A warn! National Party, said last 
week that his father’s wishes for 
his burial would be carried ouL 

Both Kabul and Islamabad 
have indicated they would not' 
interfere.” 


Sri Lanka 
to discuss 
withdrawal 
of troops 

COLOMBO. Jan 20, (AP): The 
leaders of India and Sri Lanka 
will meet in New Delhi next week 
to discuss withdrawing 35,000' 
Indian troops from Sri Lanka, a 
senior government official said 
today. 

The Sri I-ankan official, who 
spoke on condition of not being 
identified, said withdrawal of the 
Indian troops will be one of the 
main topics when Sri Lankan 
President Junius Jayewardene 
visits Indian Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi. 

In New Delhi, an Indian 
Foreign Ministry official said he 
had no information about the 
talks. 

Besides discussing the withdr- 
awal, Jayewardene is expected to 
spell out his plans to grant 
greater autonomy to northern 
and eastern Sri Lanka, where the 
majority of the country's 2.9 
million T amils live. 

Return 

Another issue is the return of 
‘more than 120,000 Sri Tankan 
Tamil refugees from southern 
India. 

Sri Lanka’s Minister for 
National Security, Lalith Ath- 
ulathmudali, will accompany 
Jayewardene to New Delhi on 
Jan 26 to attend India's Republic 
Day celebrations. He said his 
mam assignemnt in India would 
be to ensure the return of the 
refugees. 

“I will be visiting the major 
Tamil refugee camps ... to make a 
personal assessment so that 
appropriate arrangements can 
be made to get our people back 
home,” Athulathmudali said. 

The refugees fled by boat to 
India when the Tamil separatist 
campaign took a violent turn in 
1983. More than 8,000 people 
have been killed. 

Iraq accuses 
Iran of 

killing Al Hakim 

KHARTOUM, Jan 20, (AP): 
Iraq's ambassador to Sudan 
today blamed Iran for Sunday’s 
assassination in a Khartoum 
hotel lobby of an Iraqi dissident. 

The Sudanese government 
was reported to have decided to 
send to Iran the body of Mabdi 
Al Hakim, a high-ranking Shi'ite 
Muslim cleric slain by two gun- 
men as he sat in the Khartoum 
Hilton Hotel. 

Sources who would not allow 
the use of their name said the 
decision was partly because of 
the prestige of Al Hakim’s famil y 
in fran, where two of his daught- 
ers, a son and an elder brother, 
Mohammed Baqer H alrim, five. 

The comments by Tarek 
Yahia Mohammed, Iraq's 
Ambassador to Sudan, was his 
country’s first reaction to the 
killing. 

“Terrorism is deeply rooted in 
the Iranian regime,” be said. 
“The Hakim family is widely in 
disagreement with the Iranian 
regime and among themselves.’’ 
He implied that Al Hakim might 
have been in disfavour in Iran 
because “he was known world- 
wide as a multimillionaire.” 

Mohammed said Khartoum 
probably was chosen for Al Hak- 
im's murder because his assassins 
expected Iraq to be blamed. 


59 Palestinians injured in Gaza 

Three commandos 
die in clashes 
with Israeli forces 

SIDON, Lebanon, Jan 20, 

(Agencies): The PLO said today 
a three-man unit waged a four- 
hour battle with Israeli soldiers 
overnight near Kiryat Shemona 
settlement in northern Israel, 
inflicting heavy casualties. 

Meanwhile, 59 Palestinians 
were injured in clashes with 
Israeli forces in occupied areas. 

Mahmoud Al Hassan. spokes- 
man for the PLO in Sidon, said in 
a statement the three Palestinian 
co mman dos had died in the cla- 
shes. 

“Following orders by the 
PLO's genera] commander to 
escalate our arms struggle inside 
the occupied territories, one of 
our units succeeded in crossing 
the barbed wires, mined fields 
and alarm systems and arrived 
on hilltops 800 metres between 
Kiryat Shemona and Menara,” 
the statement said. 

It said the commandos — 

Lieutenant Hisham Asaad, 24, 

Muhssen Kamel Moutarawi, 22, 
and Hassan Mohammed 
Mehho, 23 — arrived at about 
23:00 GMT and were spotted 
and chased by Israeli patrols. 

, Explosives 

In Tel Aviv an Array spokes- 
man said the three commandos 
carrying explosives, were killed 
and an Israeli soldier was woun- 
ded during the commando 
attempt Lo infiltrate near the 
Kidbutz Menara collective set- 
tlement. 

He said the settlement was 10 
km (six miles) from where a 
Palestinian commando landed 
his hang-glider in an attack 
which killed six., soldiers last 
November. 

The PLO statement said: “The 
enemy was forced to dispatch 
new reinforcements and helicop- 
ter gunships to light the area and 
the battles in which our fighters 
inflicted heavy losses among the 
enemy lines lasted till about 0300 
GMT." 

Palestinian sources in Sidon 
said the three PLO commandos 
staged their attack from South 
Lebanon, but did not identify the 
area. 

Security sources in South 
Lebanon said Israel appeared to 
have had. advance word of the 
attack. They said flares dropped 
by Israeli aircraft could be seen 
from South Lebanon. 

Flying 

The attack came amidst the 
wave of demonstrations in the 
Israeli-occupied territories, 
where at least 39 Palestinians 
have been killed since riots first 
erupted on Dec 9. 

The security sources said six 
Israeli warplanes, flying at a low 
altitude, passed over a string of 
Syrian military positions and 
checkpoints along the beach 
south of Beirut and commando 
bases in the mountains to the 
east. 

The planes also flew over 
Palestinian bases near the south- 
ern port city of Sidon, 24 miles 
(38 km) south of Beirut. 

In the Jerusalem neighbour- 
hood oflssawiya today Palestin- 
ian children blocked roads with 
burning tyres and threw stones a t 
a police jeep. 

The jeep spun out of control,- 
ran over the protester, hit an elec- 
trical pole and flipped over, 
police said. Twenty-eight Arabs 
were arrested, police said. 

Two Arabs from East 
Jerusalem and a third from the

city of Nazareth were arrested 
and accused of plotting attacks 
against Israeli soldiers, police 
said. 

Shopkeepers also held to a 
commercial strike despite warn- 
ings that authorities might soon 
respond harshly and force some 
shops to open. 

In Gaza, about 100 doctors 
and nurses staged a sit-in to 
demand that Israeli soldiers 
allow them to enter refugee 
camps and treat tbe injured and 

theilL 

At the Gaza Doctors’ Medical 
Association, about a dozen 
Israeli soldiers and plainclothes 
security officers confiscated 15 to 
20 boxes of paperwork, includ- 
ing files of some of the 1,100 
member doctors and pharma- 
cists. 

Effects 

Also in Gaza, UN spokes- 
woman Angela Williams said 
seven Palestinians were hospital- 
ised with beating injuries, bring- 
ing to 59 the number injured by 
beatings in two days. 

Angela Williams, acting head 
of the UN Relief and Works 
Agency (Unrwa) in Gaza, said a 
UN health centre in the Jabalya 
refugee camp treated 52 residents 
for severe beatings last night. 
Five required hospital treat- 
menL 

"The doctors were very 
shocked to see the e fleets of the 
beatings, which included some 
multiple fractures and cut 
wounds requiring stitches," she 
said.

Iranians 
seek refuge 
in Ireland 

SHANNON, Jan 20, (AP): 
Immi gration officials today were 
interviewing 12 Iranians who 
requested political asylum in the 
Irish Republic after landing at 
Shannon airport on a flight from 
Moscow. 

The Iranians walked away 
unnoticed fromaSoviet Aeroflot 
airliner that landed at the inter- 
national airport in southwestern 
Ireland last night for refuelling 
on a flight from Moscow to 
Havana Cuba, officials said. 

It is thought the group — eight 
adults and four children — made 
its way from Iran to Moscow 
through Syria. 

In broken English, they 
explained their request for 
political asylum and were all- 
owed to stay in the Irish Republic 
pending a decision by the Depar- 
tment of Justice. 

A Department of Justice spok- 
esman in Dublin said the Iran- 
ians were being interviewed by 
immigration officials to deter- 
mine whether they qualified for 
refugee status. 

Last year, more than 30 people 
left Aeroflot flights at Shannon 
— including Cubans, Sri Lank- 
ans and Afghans — seeking 
asylum in the neutral republic, 
generally using the country as a 
stopping off point before trying 
to get into the United States or 
Canada. 


Shevardnadze gives 
arms warning to West 


MADRID, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, starting a visit to 
Spain, Nato's youngest member, 
has warned the Western alliance 
against modernising weapons to 
compensate for the superpower 
nuclear disarmament agreement. 

His warning, at the end of a 
three-day visit to Bonn before 
flying to Madrid, capped his first 
call for a ban on short-range mis- 
siles after the US-Soviet 
agreement to scrap Inter- 
mediate-range Nuclear Forces 
(INF). 

Nato favours modernisation 
of short-range nuclear forces 
with a range of upto 500 km (300 
miles) and conventional 
weapons, saying it wants to 
counter Soviet superiority. 

“This modernisation would be 
a very dangerous trend ... it must 
not be allowed to happen,” 
Shevardnadze said. 

His first visit here came as the 
socialist government submitted 
to its allies plans for Spain's role 
in the alliance. 

Socialist Prime Minister 
Felipe Gonzalez secured Spain’s 
1982 membership of Nato by a 
1986 referendum on condition 
that it remain free of nuclear 
weapons and outside Nato’s 
military structure. " "

Aquino in clash 
with Congress 


MANILA, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Philippine President Corazon 
Aquino, flushed with her ruling 
coalition's victory in Monday's 
local elections, has promised bet- 
ter government in 1988 and 
thwarted a bid by Congress to 
clip her powers. 

“lam not going to play politics 
with anybody ... we shall bring 
the resources of the government 
to the people and we shall not 
allow anybody to stop us,” 
Aquino said today. 

Aquino made the vow at a 
weekly meeting of her cabinet, 
which applauded her statement, 
presidential spokesman Teodoro 
Benigno told reporters. 

In her first open clash with 
Congress. Aquino sent back 
unsigned to the legislature today 
a proposed law that would in 
effect curtail the presidential 
powers of appointment. 

It was the first bill Aquino has 
vetoed since the country's first 
freely elected legislature in 15 
years was installed last June. 

Under the bill no official 
appointed by the President to 


any position, from cabinet down 
to the bureaus, could take the job 
unless confirmed by the comis- 
sion on appointments, a body 
composed of senators and con- 
gressmen. 

Power 

Aquino said the commission’s 
confirmation power was limited 
by the constitution to cabinet 
appointees, heads of diplomatic 
missions and some military 
promotions. 

Congressional meddling in 
presidential power to appoint 
lower-level officials “would des- 
troy our democratic system,” 
Aquino warned. 

Citing a Supreme Court ruling 
backing her appointment of a 
retired Army general as customs 
chief without congressional con- 
currence, Aquino said: "The 
President yields to the court's 
judgement. The Congress can do 
no less.” 

She said the bill “would 
unduly curtail the appointing 
power vested in the President by 
our fundamental law." 
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States, after 18 months of tense 
negotiations, agreed to remove 
from Spain a key wing of F- 16s 
fighter-bombers stationed at 
Torrejon, near Madrid. 

But the withdrawal, if it is lik- 
ely to have pleased Moscow, will 
not come up during Shevardnad- 
ze's three-day visit. 

“It is the only thing we will not 
talk about,” a senior Spanish 
government official said. 

Spanish Foreign Minister 
Francisco Fernandez Ordonez 
said talks would cover a possible 
visit to Spain by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev, * in the 
second half of this year, to return 
Gonzalez’ trip to Moscow two 
years ago, but he said no precise 
date would be fixed. 

Gorbachev has turned down 
an invitation to visit West Ger- 
many during the first half. 

Shevardnadze told reporters 
he hoped to widen political, 
economic, cultural and econ- 
omic relations with Spain, and 
said disarmament would also be 
covered.

They were not asked to plead to a 
charge that they showered 
topless Monday, wearing 
only while panties, on one of 
Durban *5 popular beaches. 

They were released without bail 
and were ordered to return to 
court Feb 9. 

The two nuns appear in court 
wearing black habits and 
white cowls. They were 
accompanied to court by a 
number of other nuns. 

Three young black women, one 
of them not yet in her teens, 
were charged with a similar 
ofTense last year. A well- 
wisher paid fines on their 
behalf, but the charges were 
later withdrawn and the 
money was refunded. 

The two nuns appeared in court

UN to monitor Afghan peace 


UNITED NATIONS, Jan 20, 
(Reuter): Secretary -General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said be is 
ready to monitor an Afghanistan 
settlement. 

In an interview with Reuters, 
he said all aspects of an Afghan- 
istan solution involving the 
United Nations were completed, 
including provision for UN mon- 
itoring of an accord calling for 
withdrawal of Soviet troops. 

All the agreements were com- 
pleted, hesaid, referring to drafts 
that have been discussed with the 
parties by his special envoy 
Diego Cordovez.who left New 
York on Monday for talks in 
Kabul and Islamabad, aimed at 
the convening of a final meeting 
in Geneva next month. 

“I think there is general 
agreement and we are going to 
have contingency plans on the 
(monitoring) role/’rhe Secretary- 
General said. 

The idea behind it, he 
explained, was to avert a blood- 
bath in Afghanistan after the 
Soviet Union withdrew its 
troops, who have been there in 
strength since December 1979. 

“It is very well known the 


Afghans are a tough people,” he 
said in an allusion to the risk of a 
continued war between rival fac- 
tions. 

Assistance 

Afghanistan will accept econ- 
omic aid for postwar reconstruc- 
tion from any quarter willing to 
give it. President Najibullah told 
a new conference today. 

Najibullah was asked whether 
Af ghanistan would accept only 
Soviet bloc aid or invite assis- 
tance from Western agencies, in- 
cluding the World Bank and the 
International Monetary Fund, 
following the proposed withdr- 
awal of Soviet forces and the 
hoped-for end to a nine-year-old 
guerrilla war. 

Evidently referring to closer 
links with the Soviet Union, he 
said the last six or seven years had 
brought “a qualitative change in 
Afghanistan's historic trading 
relations”. 

But he added: “All other quar- 
ters who wish to help with the 
reconstruction of Afghanistan 
and the prosperity of the Afghan 
people — we shall welcome their 
assistance.” 

Meanwhile, a rocket attack on 


Khosl's airfield has shown 
vividly that routes in and out of 
the eastern garrison town remain 
insecure despite the success of 
Soviet and Afghan government 
forces in breaking a three-month 
rebel siege. 

Flights to Khost, already 
limited to the hours of darkness 
because of mujahedeen’s ability 
to down planes with US-made, 
heat-seeking Stinger missiles, 
were put in further jeopardy ou 
Tuesday by the nightfall assault 
on the airfield. 

The attack occurred just as 
two military transport planes 
carrying Western correspon- 
dents were about to take off. 

The planes, propeller-driven 
Antonov-26s of the Afghan Air 
Force, came under fire as they 
prepared to take a group of Mos- 
cow-based journalists to Kabul 
after a government-sponsored 
trip aimed at showing the success 
of the Khost offensive. 

Two rockets penetrated the 
outer perimeter of the airfield, 
sending Afghan defence person- 
nel running for cover, and a third 
appeared to land close to the run- 
way only a few seconds after the 


•first plane lifted off. . 

The land route from the 
provincial capital of Gardez 
appeared to have been made fully 
secure with the arrival in Khost 
of the 17th relief convoy since the 
siege was broken last month. - 

But Soviet soldiers guarding 
the route said there were frequent 
attempts at infiltration by mine- 
laying Muslim guerrillas. 

Casualties 

The Soviet invasion of Afgh- 
anistan in 1979 has led to a war 
that is proportionally more 
deadly for Afghans than World 
War II was for the Soviets, accor- 
ding to a private study. 

. The study, prepared by Profes- 
sor Marek Sliwinski of the 
University of Geneva, concluded 
that 1.3 million people, or more 
than 9 per cent of the Afghan 
population, died in the eight 
years of fighting. 

About 8.6 per cent of the 
Soviet population perished in 
World Warn. 

An additional 33 per cent of 
the Afghan population have 
been driven into exile and 11 per 
cent are in hiding inside their 
country, the study said. 


Government 
to break 
BBC radio 
monopoly 

LONDON, Jan 20, (AP): In a 
radical shake-up of radio 
services, the government has 
announced plans to break the 
British Broadcasting Corp.'s 61- 
year-old monopoly of national 
radio broadcasting by creating at 
least three national commercial 
stations. 

Home Secretary Douglas 
Hurd told the House of Com- 
mons that the government also 
plans to deregulate local radio 
services, allowing the creation of 
several hundred new local and 
community commercial radio 
stations. 

Hurd, whose department has 
overall responsibility for broad- 
casting as well as police, 
immigration and other matters, 
said a new radio authority would 
be set up to regulate commercial 
radio services “with a light 
touch.” 

Hurd said the aim of the new 
body would be to protect the 
consumer rather than direct the 
broadcaster. 

He said this would take away 
the responsibility for commercial 
radio at present held by the 
Independent Broadcasting 
Authority (IBA) ; which also 
oversees commercial television. 

Service 

Under the plan, Hurd said the 
BBC would continue to provide 
public service broadcasting 
within radio service but it also 
operates local radio stations 
around the country in competi- 
tion with local commercial radio 
stations. 

Hurd said initial eight-year 
licences to operate the planned 
national commercial radio sta- 
tions would be sold to the highest 
bidders subject to a qualifying 
test on programme proposals. 

A bill to implement the gover- 
nment’s plans will be introduced 
in Parliament this fall and is 
expected to become law before 
the summer of next year. 

The BBC's national radio 
broadcasting monopoly has exis- 
ted since the BBC was incor- 
porated under royal charter as 
successor in 1927 to the British 
Broadcasting Company Ltd. 


North Korean agent faces trial 


Seoul won’t execute saboteur 


SEOUL, Jan 20, (Reuter): South 
Korea will formally try a self- 
confessed North Korean agent 
for blowing up a Korean Air 
Lines airliner with 115 people on 
board, but does not intend to 
execute her, an influential news- 
paper said today. 

The Dong-A Hbo daily, quot- 
ing government sources, said the 
Foreign Ministry, state prosecu- 
tion and security forces were 
working towards that scenario. 

A government spokesman 
said he had no knowledge of such 
a plan, however. 

Under South Korean law, 26- 
year-old Kim Hyon-Huij 
previously known as “Mayumi 
Hachiya” from her false Japan- 
ese passport. could be hanged for 
murder or for being a North 
Korean agent. 

The newspaper quoted a 


government official as saying: 
“Kim's crime should naturally 
be punished to the maximum 
possible extent as an inter- 
national terrorist act that took 
the lives of no fewer than 115 
innocent people.” 

The’ government, however, 
was actively considering sparing 
her life because she had volun- 
tarily switched allegiance to 
South Korea and had helped 
investigations into the bombing, 
he was quoted as saying. 

Trial 

The official said she could not 
escape formal trial under the law 
and inlight of the feelings of the 
victims’ families. 

The newspaper said the gover- 
nment was studying ways of put- 
ting Kim on trial while avoiding 
sending her to a civilian jail, away 


from the protection of the 
security authorities. 

Kim said on South Korean 
Television last Friday she helped 
place explosives in an overhead 
locker aboard the Koran Air 
Lines plane in November under 
personal instructions from Kim 
Jong-IL son and heir to North 
Korean President Kim II -Sung. 

Kim said part of her mission 
was to discourage countries from 
attending the summer Olympic 
Gaines in Seoul this September, 
which Pyongyang is boycotting. 

Kim and a male agent, also 
from the North, left the doomed 
plane at Abu Dhabi during a 
stopover. When B ahraini auth- 
orities stopped them at Seoul’s 
request two days later, the couple 
took cyanide in an attempt to 
avoid beingquestioned. The man 
died but Kim survived. 


Tank-train 

collision 

kills six 

BERLIN, Jan 20, (UPI): Two 
Soviet soldiers whose tank 
collided with an East German 
train yesterday, killing six people 
and injuring 35, have been arres- 
ted, the East German news 
service ADN reported today. 

The official East German news 
agency said the soldiers caused 
the accident at about 5:50 pm by 
attempting to cross the open 
tracks near Potsdam, outside 
Berlin, in their tank. 

The train, bound for East 
Berlin from Leipzig, collided 
with the tank near the Forst 
Zinna station. The train’s engin- 
eer, his assistant and four passen- 
gers were killed. Thirty-five pas- 
sengers were injured, nine 
seriously. 

Soviet soldiers joined East 
German police and firemen in 
rescuing survivors from the 
debris, ADN reported. Soviet 
soldiers and East German civil 
defence crews continued clearing 
of the tracks today, it said. 

The line still was blocked for 
rail traffic and electric power still 
had not been restored this morn- 
ing. 

ADN said the tank crew was 
arrested by “competent auth- 
orities.” 


S. Yemen may resume 
ties with Cairo soon 


SHARJAH. Jan 20, (Agencies): 
Marxist South Yemen may soon 
join other Arab states in resum- 
ing diplomatic ties with Egypt, a 
Gulf newspaper said today. 

Al-Khaleej daily, quoting 
diplomatic sources in Cairo, said 
Aden was considering “a more 
significant move to match recent 
Arab steps towards Egypt.” 

Cairo and Aden had talks last 
year that resulted in opening 
interest sections in the two coun- 
ntries, the paper noted. 

Nine Arab League members 
restored links with Egypt in 
November, following a decision 
at the Arab summit in Amman 
that they should be free to do so. 

Most of the Arab states broke 
lies with Cairo over its 1979 
peace treaty with Israel. 

In Cairo, the Middle East 


News Agency also said that Tun- 
isia is about to resetore full 
diplomatic ties with Egypt after a 
nine-year break. 

Quoting Arab diplomatic 
sources in Cairo, the Egyptian 
news agency said in a dispatch 
late yesterday that the official 
announcement regarding the 
reopening of diplomatic rela- 
tions between Tunis and the 
Egyptian capital will be announ- 
ced “next week.” 

Tunisian Prime Minister El- 
Hadi El-Bakouche met with his 
Egyptian counterpart Atef Sidki 
on Monday during a onc-hour 
stopover in Cairo. 

El-Bakouche told Mena he 
discussed the upcoming reopen- 
ing of relations between the two 
north African countries during 
his Cairo stopover. 


Jordan premier in Syrian talks 


DAMASCUS, Jan 20. (Reuter): 
Jordanian Prime Minister Zaid 
A1 Rifa'i arrived in Damascus 
today for talks with Syrian leader 
on developments in the Middle 
East, officials said. 

They said his previously unan- 
nounced visit “came within the 
framework of continued consul- 
tations and contacts between 
Jordan and Syria on all issues.” 

The official news agency Sana 
said he met President Hafez A1 
Assad shortly after arriving and 
passed on a message from King 


Hussein. 

Diplomatic sources said 
Rjfai's talks were likely to cover 
Jordan's effort to reconcile Syria 
and Iraq. 

Rifa'i later relumed to 
Amman. 

The official Petra news agency 
said the King's message to Assad 
had covered “recent develop- 
ments in the region and the latest 
on the popular uprising of the 
Palestinian people against the 
Israeli occupation in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip.” 


Eight killed in 
US plane crash 


DURANGO, Colorado, JairSfr 
(AP): A commuter airliner cra- 
shed in a mountainous area of 
southern Colorado last night, 
killing eight of the 17 people 
aboard, authori ties said . 

Nine survivors were taken to a 
Durango hospital, but two peo- 
ple trapped in the plane's wreck- 
age died early today, officials 
said. 

Earlier, sheriffs Sgt Dan Ben- 
der said the two in the plane were 
“alert and conscious, talking to 
rescuers.” 

At least one person was able to 
walk from the crash site, and 
rescue workers followed his 
tracks through three feet (one 
meter) of snow to find the wreck- 
age, authorities said. 

Bruce Hicks, anairiine spokes- 
man, said there were 1 5 passen- 
gers, one of them achild, and two 
crew members aboard the Den- 
ver- to- Durango flight. 

The airplane went down about 
16 kilometres east of Durango, 
Hicks said. He is spokesman for 
Continental Airlines, parenl 
company of Rocky Mountain 
Airways, which flies under the 
name Continental Express. 

Nine people were taken to 
Mercy Medical Centre in 
Durango for treatment said 


Mercy spokeswoman Jane 
Brown. 

“We have anything From 
lacerations to broken bones and 
internal injuries,” she said. Ax 
least two were in serious condi- 
tion.

The twin-engine; turboprop 
plane left Denver about a half- 
hour late, officials said; 
Durango, a town of 1 1 ,000 in the 
southwestern part of the state, is 
about 560 kilometres from Den- 
ver. 

Weather in the area was over- 
cast conditions with light snow. 

The passenger who walked 
away was Peter Schauer, a con- 
sultant from Missouri. He 
walked about half an hour from 
the wreckage to a house owned 
by Thelma Tate, where calls were 
made for help, Tate said. 

Schauer was one of those 
taken to Mercy Medical Centre. 

The plane is owned by 
Colorado Springs-based Trans 
Colorado, which leases planes 
and crew to Rocky Mountain 
Airways, officials said. 

The airplane that flies the 
route is a Swearingen Metro, 
Continental Express officials 
said, which holds up to 19 pas- 
sengers.

Dr Stark 
from London Hospital for Sick 
Children, who has been in tele- 
phone contact with doctors in 
Kuwait, was not optimistic 
about the prospects for surgery. 
But he asked lor a detailed his- 
tory and records which are being 
taken today to London by 
Health Ministry Under- 
secretary. Dr Nael Al Naquib. 
who is going there for some other 
work. 

Meanwhile, the doctors are

trying to keep the twins alive 
through mechanical ventilation 
which provides them with suf- 
ficient oxygen intake.

and kidneys as well as some 
neurological defects.

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Kuwaitis encouraged to 
preserve old fishing methods 


THE Public Authority for 
Agricultural AiTairs and Fish 
Resources recently distributed 
traditional Kuwaiti fishing fence 
traps in an effort to encourage 
Kuwaitis to preserve their old 
fishing methods. 

A number of such fence traps 
are still seen near the coast. Each 
trap is named after its owner and 
even inherited by sons and 
relatives after his death. 

But with the development of 
modem fishing methods, such as 
boats and nets, the use of traps 


dropped sharply. 

One user of the fence traps. 
Hamad Ibrahim, told the Seyas- 
sah newspaper that the traps are 
widely used in summer while 
some fishermen remove them in 
winter. He added that fence traps 
are not used much these days 
because fishermen prefer 
modem methods. 

Returns 


Formerly all kinds offish were 
caughL in the traps but now only 
one or two types were trapped, he 
said. 


Ibrahim said that the financial 
returns from fence traps were 
very low at present and did not 
exceed KD300 a month, while 
maintenance costs over KD900 
annually. 

He claimed that some people 
erected traps in the sea but aid 
not use them, thus preventing 
interested fishermen from using 
the area. 

He appealed to officials to 
preserve the practice of using 
fence traps because this was a 
Kuwaiti tradition.

Iraq opens canal linking 
Tigris and Euphrates 


BAGHDAD, Jan 20, (Opecna) 
Iraqi Minister of Agriculture and 
Irrigation Karim Hassan Ridha 
inaugurated the second stage of 
the $333-million Tharthar mul- 
tipurpose irrigation project link- 
ing Lhe Tigris and Euphrates 
rivers at the weekend. 

Water started to flow in the 
Tharthar-Tigriscanal which is 65 
km long. 190 metres wide and 
between eight lo 25 metres deep. 

The first stage, completed in 
1976. involved the construction 
of the Tharthar-Euphrates 
canal. 

The scheme, which will benefit 
three million farmers in the 
Euphrates river basin, has the 
capacity to drain surpl us water at 
a rate of 1,100 cu. metres per 
second. 

The first has a capacity to 
drain water at a rale of 500 cu. 
metres per second, while the 


second can drain itat a rate of 600 
cu. metres per second. 

The project also involves eight 
bridges, including six For 
vehicular traffic, in addition to 
irrigation systems across the can- 
als. 

More than 61 million cu. 
metres of earth was moved and 
157,000 cu. metres of concrete 
used to complete the project. 

The Tharthar-Tigris canal will 
feed the Tigris river from the 
Tharthar artificial lake, when 
required, and help in desalinat- 
ing the lake, which will be 
developed into a tourist area. 

Earlier, a source at the Iraqi 
state commission for dams, 
which carried out the project, 
stated that the project would not 
only ensure the optimum use of 
theojuntry’s water resources but 
also minimise the danger of 
floods.

Amateurs brave tanker war

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BAHRAIN, Jan 20, (Reuter): A 
New Zealand couple, a Dutch 
pair and a Briton all boarded a 
42-foot catamaran in the Gulf 
and sailed for New Zealand 
today, undaunted by things that 
go bang in the waterway at war. 

“I will keep watch at night for 
black things with funny little bits 
sticking out.” said 30-year-old 
Dutch woman Agnus van Gallen 
when asked if she knew what 
mines looked like.

Lund-Jackson, 40, from New 
Zealand, said the first week on 
the 10,000-mile voyage would be 
the most dangerous “because of 
the political set-up in the Gulf 
and the shipping war.” 

Watch 

“I don’t know how (the Iran- 
ians) will react to us,” he added. 
His 35-year-old wife Trish said 
they would sail in shallows near 
Arab coasts to avoid meeting 
Iranian speed boats. 

Friends and well-wishers saw 
the adventurers off on their 
voyage from a Bahrain yacht 
club. 


Iraqi warplanes, Iranian gun- 
boats and floating mines 
damaged about 170 vessels in the 
Gulflast year, a SO per cent rise in 
incidents reported in 1986. 

Officially, the Gulf has been 
declared free of mines; 

But Lund-Jackson told 
Reuters "we will sail only in 
daytime and anchor at night- We 
will keep a very heavy watch at 
night for floating objects or 
strange boats approaching us.”

An air traffic controller in 
Bahrain for the past five years, he 
is the only crew member with 
long-voyage experience. He 
decided on the trip two and a half 
years ago when the Gulf "tanker 
war” was just starting.

“The second phase for the res- 
toration and reconstruction of 
this old capital of ancient 
Mesopotamia started on Sunday 
and is expected to take nine mon- 
ths,” said Muaid Saeed, the 
director of antiquities at the Min- 
istry of Culture and information. 

The restoration will include 
the palace of King Nebuchad- 
nezzar “one of Babylon's 
greatest monuments,” Saeed 
told the Associated Press in a 
telephone interview. 

The Hanging Gardens of 
Babylon, built by Nebuchadnez- 
zar, who reigned in the 6th and 
5th centuries B.C. in the com- 
pound of his palace were con- 
sidered one of the sewn wonders 
of the ancient world. 

The first phase of the 30- 
million-dollar restoration ended 
in September with the recon- 


struction of a number of palaces 
and monuments including the 
city's Greek amphitheater. 

Work is continuing despite 
Iraq's involvement in a fierce war 
against Iran for the past seven 
years. 

The restoration of the city, 60 
miles from Baghdad, by hun- 
dreds of Iraqi craftsmen exemp- 
ted from war service, has become 
a symbol of the war-battered 
country’s efforts to revive its his- 
torical greatness. 

Excavations 

"We will carry out our 
ambitious programme to restore 
the whole 23-square-kilometre 
area of the ancient dty, which is 
expected to take six to 10 years,” 
Saeed said. 

He said work on the ancient 
site includes excavations in parts 
unexamined before.

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Quality food at 
Chinese diner

| WONDER if. like me. you 
have often walked through the 
Sulhia Complex behind the 
Meridien Hotel without being 
aware that there is a Chinese 
restaurant hidden away on the 
second : mezzanine floor. 
Behind - the ornately carved 
moon gale entrance-way of the 
p ricing CbineseRestauraot is a 
quite' simple wood -panne I led 
room with some private eating 
areas screened off behind slid- 
ing doors. Although the carved 
Chinese screens, ceiling and 
painted lanterns are very 
attractive, the restaurant itself 
is a little dingy and lacking in 
atmosphere. The chairs are not 
that comfortable and could cer- 
tainly do with some new covers. 
We were at first put off by the 
incongruous Western disco 
music but were relieved when it 
was replaced by some gentle 
Asian ballads. Go ' quality 
ivory chopsticks r ovided 
in addition to spov-i. ...id fork, 
but the rest of the tableware was 
mismalcbed and rather cheap 
— Chinese tea being served in 
Turkish coffee cups, for exam- 
ple. 

Because our first impressions 
were so negative, we were very 
pleasantly surprised by the 
excellence of the food itself 


when it arrived. The menu 
offers over 150 dishes ranging 
through beef, poultry, seafood. 
mutLon, noodles, soups and 
rice and including delicacies 
such as shark's fin. bird's nest, 
sea-cucumber and Peking 
Duck. Some items were not 
available or needed to be 
ordered in advance, however. 
Guests can select cither large or 
small portions of each dish; the 
small servings being adequate 
for two people when a variety of 
dishes is ordered. 

Appetiser 

We began the meal with 
prawn crackers — the perfect 
light appetiser if you don’t feel 
hungry enough for the rather 
filling Chinese soups. The 
tasty, crisp crackers were 
excellent, although rather 
expensive at 750 fils for a small 
plate. All of the main course 
dishes wc chose were cooked to 
perfection. Light and delicate 
in flavour they were ideal for 
those who prefer their food 
without rich sauces. The Fried 
Prawn Slices comprised a gen- 
erous helping of very fresh 
prawns, subtly flavoured with a 
hint of ginger and served with 
bamboo shoots, carrots, peas 
and mushrooms. This dish was 
certainly good value at KD2. 

The Fried Beef with Char 
Chai was also excellent Best 
quality tender beef, finely 
shredded with onions and pick- 
led seaweed, it had a melting 
textureand was seasoned with a 
dash of Szechuan pepper. The 
Vegetarian's Delight was a 
tasty dish with the fresh natural 
flavour of green and yellow 
peppers, onions, two varieties 
of mushrooms and glass noo- 


dles. To accompany these dis- 
hes we chose Fried Rice with 
Chicken: a light mixture of rice, 
spring onions, peas and 
chicken strips. 

Dessert 

If you go to eat at the Peking, 

! would advise you not to 
bother with dessert. Although 
about ten different sweets were 
mentioned on the menu, in fact 
only two were available. The 
lychees with ice-cream was sim- 
ply tinned lychees with vanilla 
ice-cream, while the almond 
jelly consisted of squares of a 
rather tasteless jelly with tinned 
fruit salad. 

The total bill came to 
KD 11.770 which included 
Chinese tea (400 fils) and com- . 
pulsory mineral water charged 
at 400 fils. A ten per cent service 
charge is also added to the bill. 
Wc could have eaten more 
cheaply if wc had skipped the 
desserts (KDL400) and the 
prawn crackers. 

The service was friendly and 
efficient and the food arrived 
promptly. That the restaurant 
is popular with the Asian com- 
munity is perhaps the best 
recommendation for the 
quality of the food served there. 
The Peking is open for lunch 1 2 
-3pm and dinnerfrom 6.30- 11 
pm.

Badshah Khan fought for Pathan rights

YA VNE, Israel, ( AP): A 20-year 
Israeli policy ofemployiog Pales- 
tinians has beenthreatened by six 
weeks of unrest in the occupied 
territories in which up to half the 
workers have failed to show up at 
theirjobs. 

Government officials have 
played down the impact on the 
economy, but Israeli employers 
warn they will have to bring more 
labourers from abroad if the dis- 
turbances continue. 

About 105.000 Palestinians 
from the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip work in Israel, 
most concentrated in low-skilled 
and low-paying jobs. 

They work as waiters, 
mechanics, furniture makers, 
construction labourers, hospital 
orderlies, itinerant fruit pickers, 
cleaners, dishwashers and gar- 
bage collectors. 

Many are found in the so- 
called “slave markets" on the 
highway leading out of the Gaza 
Strip or near the old, walled city 
of occupied Jerusalem where 
they wait, sometimes in vain, to 
be picked up by Jewish 
employers at the day's arbitrary 
rate. 

Acute 

The past six weeks of unrest 
has forced many to stay home. 

The problem is especially 
acute in the Gaza Strip where 
teen-aged Palestinians have 
blocked roads and stoned vehi- 
cles carrying workers to Israel. 
The youths accuse the adults of 
collaborating wiib Israel by 
working for Jewish employers. 

For its part, the Army has 
imposed curfews on more than a 
dozen refugee camps and 
ordered all residents to stay 
indoors to suppress the distur- 
bances. 

The result is that on some days 
more than 50,000 Palestinians — 
about three percept of thefsfadi 
labour force — have fafle3to 
come to work. 

For many reasons, Palestinian 
labour is a sensitive issue and 
officials are reluctant to admit 
that the labour loss is causing 
difficulties for Israel's economy, 
including the crucial export sec- 
tor. 


One example is the 10-week 
citrus harvest which began two 
weeks ago and is one of Israel’s 
largest agricultural exports. 

The harvest employs 15,000 
fruit pickers, half of them Pales- 
tinians. according to Avner 
Michaeli, spokesman for the 
Government Employment 
Service. 

To meet the crisis. Labour 
Minister Moshe Katzav granted 
work permits to 550 more 
residents of Israeli-controlled 
south Lebanon. About 1,250 
Lebanese already work in Israel. 

At the same time Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon sent 
10,000 students to the orchards. 

“We won't leave a single fruit 
on the tree just because of the 
Arab workers," said Michaeli, 
who added that demobilised sol- 
diers and civil service volunteers 
would also be brought in if neces- 
sary. 

It is easy to tap national sen- 
timent for the citrus harvest. 
Agriculture and the return to the 
land were key elements of the 
Zionist revival and continue to 
evoke deep emotions among 
Israelis even today. 

The same is not true for other ■ 
hard-hit sectors of the economy, 
and Israeli businessmen are seek- 
ing less sentimental solutions. 

Koby Rogobin, owner of a Tel 
Aviv construction company, 
.said he wanted to import 40 Por- 
tuguese workers to take over 


laying jobs from absent Arabs. 

“The Arabs don’t come 
regularly and you can't nm a 
business this way," Rogobin 
said. 

Israel already employs 10.000 
workers from such countries as 
Portugal, Ghana, the Philippines 
and Taiwan. Only one-quarter of 
them have work permits. 

Chaim Kaminetz, manager of 
the Argaman Textile Factory in 
Yavrie 40 miles (65 kilometres) 
southwest of Jerusalem, said he 
would seek more foreign workers 
if the unrest continued. 

The 900-man factory employs 
150 Palestinians from the Gaza 
Strip. Many stayed away during 
the unrest and production drop- 
ped, although Kaminetz 
declined to provide figures. 


Soviets mend fences 
with neutral Sweden

OSLO, (Reuter): Soviet Prime 
Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov has 
largely succeeded in mending 
fences with neutral Sweden but 
has severely disappointed Nor- 
wegians during his tour of Scan- 
dinavia. 

In Stockholm, he achieved a 
breakthrough in a 19-vear-old 
row over territorial waters in the 
Baltic Sea. signing an accord 
which gave Sweden 75 per cent of 
the disputed zone. 

Sweden's Social Democratic 
Prime Minister Ingvar Carlsson 
had made a Baltic agreement a 
condition for improving 
bilateral relations after several 
years of strain over alleged 
foreign submarine intrusions in 
Swedish waters. 

“The agreement is good econ- 
omically. good strategically and 
'good for our internal security. 
Never has a small nation 
produced such a successful result 
from negotiations with a super- 
power," Carlsson told reporters 
last week. 

Benefit 

Butin Nato-member Norway, 
Labour Prime Minister Gro 
Harlem Brundtland said she was 
very disappointed Lhal Ryzhkov 
had only rehashed proposals 
al ready rejected by Oslo for shar- 
ing out the sea and continental 
shelf in ihe Barents Sea in the 
Arctic. 

“There is no movement in the 
direction we had hoped for. 
There is little that indicates a 
change and that is a disappoint- 
ment." she said after talks on 
Thursday. 

Moscow, which last sent a 
prime minister to Scandinavia in 
the early 1970s, wants to develop 
ties with Lhe small but successful 
industrial states largely for econ- 
omic reasons. 

In both Norway and Sweden it 
hopes to attract business interest 
in establishing joint ventures in 
the Soviet Union and it would 
like to take advantage of Nor- 
wegian expertise in exploiting 
off-shore oil deposits. 

In Stockholm, Ryzhkov 
reported he had found Swedish 
businessmen too timid to make 


die most of new trade opportun- 
ities which he said had arisen as a 
result of Kremlin economic 
reforms. But he expressed satis- 
faction with an improvement in 
the political climate, which he 
said was auspicious for future 
cooperation. 

In Oslo, although he thanked 
Brundtland for a series of useful 
meetings, he seemed grimmer. 

“If you don’t agree with what 
we have offered, let us hear your 
proposals," he said with a flash 
of impatience after outlining the 
plan he had put forward for mak- 
ing the Barents Sea a ‘’zone of 
trust" where both sides would 
have equal economic rights. 

During the visit, he also 
elaborated on Kremlin leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev's Mur- 
mansk initiative for building 
security and cooperation in the 
Northern Hemisphere and 
invited Nordic observers to 
at Lend Soviet naval manoeuvres 
in 1988. 

Norwegian officials respon- 
ded more positively to these 
proposals, saying they would 
study them carefully in consulta- 
tion with the Nato allies. Sweden 
said it would discuss them with 
its Nordic neighbours. 

But Western defence experts 
said Nato was likely to be cool 
towards plans for scrapping 
□aval activities in large areas of 
the Atlantic which would cripple 
its ability to protect major ship- 
ping lanes. 

Impressed 

The tour produced a number 
of small treaties including one 
with both Sweden and Norway 
on exchanging information in 
the event of a nuclear accident. 

Throughout the trip. Ryzhkov 
impressed reserved Scandin- 
avians with his quiet, 
unpolemical approach. His wife 
Lyudmila also pleased with a 
low-key personality in contrast - 
to the stylishness of Gorbachev's 
wife Raisa. 

But Ryzhkov prompted Scan- 
dinavians to question the 
Kremlin's commitment to open- 
ness by cancelling a television 
interview in Sweden after the 
screening of a programme on the 
history of anti-Russian feeling in 
the country.

PESHAWAR, Pakistan, (UPI): 
Khan Abdul Ghaffar Khan, 
dubbed the “Frontier Gandhi” 
for leading the non-violent strug- 
gle against British rule among 
tribes along the Afghan border, 
died after a long ill- 
ness, hospital sources said. He 
W3s98. 

Ghaffar Khan was one of the 
last surviving legendary leaders 
of the subcontinent's “Quit 
India” movement. 

Ghaffar Khan spent 16 years 
in jails for his leadership role in 
the non-violent struggle against 
British rule that brought 
independence to the subcontin- 
ent in 1947. 

But unlike those who 
advocated partition of the sub- 
continent into Hindu India and 
Muslim Pakistan. Khan called 
for the preservation of a single 
nation. He was labelled a 
“traitor" and a “foreign agent” 
by the Islamabad government. 

After independence, he was 
imprisoned fora further 16 years 
ana spent more than five years in 
self-exile for launching a 


movement against the alleged 
discrimination by Pakistan's 
majority Punjabis against the 
ethnic Pathan community, 
which populates the North West 
Frontier Province (NWFP) and 
northern Afghanistan. 

India, however, has always 
honoured him and in 1987 con- 
ferred on Ghaffar Khan the 
nation's highest award, the 
Bharat Rama, for bis contribu- 
tions and sacrifices in freedom 
struggle. 

Born in 1890, the tribal leader 
was the son of a rich landlord of 
the NWFP. He joined the British 
Army, but soon resigned in 
protest when a fellow Pathan 
officer was insulted by an English 
officer. 

After his wife died in 1912, 
Ghaffar Khan devoted his life to 
the freedom struggle, social 
reform and the education of 
Pa thans . 

In 1929, be founded a social 
movement called “Khudai Khid - 
mat gar” (Servants of God) to 
infuse the spirit of community 
service among Pathans.

Mubarak’s signal to Arab world 


Peace treaty with Israel is irrevocable

CAIRO, (AP): President Hosni 
Mubarak sent the Arab, world a 
clear signal during a recent six- 
nation Gulf tour that Egypt's 
1979 peace treaty with Israel is 
here to stay. 

But the President tempered 
this with repeated assurances 
that the treaty does not prevent 
Egypt from helping fellow Arabs 
militarily in the face of a possible 
threat from Iran. 

Mubarak was received with 
great warmth throughout the 
tour, which took him fellow 
moderate countries — Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia, the UAE, Qatar, 
Bahrain and Oman. All but 
Oman had severed diplomatic 
ties with Cairo after conclusion 
of the treaty with Israel and res- 
tored them only last November. 

Mubarak undertook the tour 
to express gratitude, spotlight 
Egypt's return to the Arabs’ 
good graces and underline a 
commitment to help fellow 
Arabs without prejudice to his 
peace treaty obligations. 

Natural 

The public praise heaped on 
Mubarak by officials and gover- 
nment-guided newspapers in the 
countries he visited illustrate that 
the tour paid off in greatly 
improved relations and 
increased personal stature for the 
President. 

The prestigious Saudi news- 
paper AI Riyadh wrote that 
Egypt's comeback “is like the 
return of the soul to the whole 
Arab nation (world). 

- “It was strategic stupidity to 
immobilize Egypt’s role," the 
newspaper said. “The only 
natural alternative was for the 
Arabs to regain their throbbing

heart (Egypt) so the Arab body 
can recover its strength.” ' ’ 

Upholds 

This portrayal was significant 
coming from a country that was a 
prime mover in Egypt's ostra- 
cism in the first place. 

In every capital visited, 
Mubarak broke from his normal 
practice at home and made a 
point of briefing reporters. 
Almost always, he deftly, albeit 
indirectly, upheld the peace 
treaty even while cri ticising Israel 
on various counts. 

Nowhere was there the slight- 
est ring of apology or hint of 
embarrassment about Egypt's 
status of being at peace with the 


Jewish, sjate. 

any indication that any qf his 
once-resentful hosts had ques- 
tioned Egypt's adherence to the 
treaty. 

At a news conference in 
Kuwait. Mubarak recalled the 
1978 US-mediated Camp David 
framework accords between 
Egypt and Israel. He noted that 
one of the accords laid down 
foundations for the treaty to be 
negotiated, the other guidelines 
for solving the problem of the 
Palestinians. 

Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation, twice cabled Mubarak 
during his tour appealing for him 


to intercede with Israel to stop its 
crackdown on Palestiniansin the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza. 

The only Arab leader with an 
embassy in Tel Aviv, Mubarak is 
in a unique position to do so. 

No 

Mubarak repeatedly was 
asked during the tour whether he 
planned diplomatic reprisals 
such as severing relations or 
recalling Egypt’s ambassador or 
expelling Israel’s. 

His reply invariably was a firm 
but diplomatically couched no. 

In the Saudi capital'Riyadh, he 
said: “If breaking relations will 
solve the problem, well and 
good. But ifit will complicate the 
problem, then we should use the 
mind God has given us ... It 
would not be practical. 

“Israel would like me to sever 
relations with it today so it can 
have the United States all to 
itself. Frankly, we will not leave 
the field to Israel.” 

Nevertheless, Mubarak criti- 
cised Israel for harshness against 
protesters in the occupied 
territories, where at least 39 
Pal^tmansbaye been.Iqlled.by 
Israeli troops since DecS. 

He took Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir to task for ren- 
eging on an agreement by his 
predecessor Shimon Peres, now 
Israel's Foreign Minister, to an 
international conference as a 
forum for negotiating peace with 
the Arabs. 

Despite such criticism, 
however, Mubarak stuck to 
Egypt's peace-with-Israel policy. 
“There is no tension in relations 
(with Israel),” he told reporters 
in Bahrain's capital Manama. 

He also said Egypt will feel free 
to buy anything Israel is selling if 
prices are competitive.

Surge in violence in Guatemala 


Number of killings and disappearances increases

GUATEMALA CITY: Alth- 
ough the Guatemalan govern- 
ment recently announced 
measures it has taken to improve 
thecountTy ’s human rights situa- 
tion, the number of assassina- 
tion s and disappearances has 
increased since September. 

Over the past four months, the 
somewhat relaxed atmosphere 
that had begun to permeate the 
country when civilian rule was 
installed two years ago has been 
pierced by news of killings and 
kidnappings. 

Newspapers run daily stories 
of people gunned down in the 
capital as well as the countryside, 
and of families saying their 
relatives have disappeared. 

Some of the cases include: 
•The discovery of the bodies of 
two university students from 
Quezaltenango. Guatemala’s 
second largest city, with signs of 
torture. They were found a week 
after witnesses reported that 
unidentified gunmen kidnapped 
them. 

•The disappearance of three 
peasants who work with the 
land-reform movement of 
Roman Catholic priest Andres 
Giron. The body of one later 
appeared with signs of torture. 
•The shooting of two former 
police chiefs who worked in nar- 
cotics, two children of another 
ex-agent in Guatemala City, and 
a wealthy businessman. 

Coincidence 

The surge in violence coincides 
with an ongoing military offen- 
sive aimed at wiping out guerrilla 
forces, the conflict between the 
private sector and the govern- 
ment over a proposed tax 
increases, and the countdown for 
compliance with the Central 
American peace accord. 

Some say the recent killings 
and disappearances are an exten- 
sion of the Army’s offensive. 


Others say the extreme right- 
wing is conducting a destabilisa- 
tion campaign in reaction to the 
tax law. 

Amid this rise in violence, the 
government released a document 
that describes measures it has 
taken to improve the nation's 
human rights record. It says that 
23 Army officials. 5 1 office per- 
sonnel hired by the military, and 
11 military commissioners 
employed in the countryside are 
currently undergoing trials for 
“diverse crimes committed in 
1986." 

“It is very important to note 
lhai the actual administration 
has applied the law to everyone 
and that Army officials are 
currently being tried.” the 
document says. 

But an amnesty law protects 
Army officials and all govern- 
ment authorities linked to 
politically related crimes during 
the regimes of Gen. Efrain Rios. 
Monti (1982-1983) and Gen. 
Oscar Mejia Victores (1983- 
1986) — the two heads of state 
who ruled Guatemala before 
civilian. President Marco Vinicio 
Cerezo Arevalo took office Jan 
14. 1986. 

Reorganised 

According to the government 
document: 

• Several security forces, ones 
widely known to be responsible 
for state-run repression under 
military rule, have been reorgan- 
ised. 

•The national police has been 
revamped, as have the presiden- 
tial military staff and the most- 
feared government apparatus — 
Army Intelligence. 

•The secret police was disban- 
ded a month after President 
Cerezo took office. 

Nonetheless, the surge in 
violence over the past three mon- I 
ths has brought back fears and ! 
memories from the past. j 

In its campaign against leftist 


guerrillas in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s. the Army killed 
thousands of peasants suspected 
the guerrillas. Union leaders, 
university students, and anyone 
else considered a leftist sympath- 
iser were also targeted by the 
Army. 

“Things are getting tense 
again: you can feel it.” a labour 
union leader said earlier last 
month. Five of his colleagues 
have received death threats, and 
three of them have fled the coun- 
try. 

Unionists blame private busi- 
ness interests and Lhe Army for 
the recent repression. 

Army 

According to members of the 
labour movement, of Guate- 
mala’s only independent human 
rights organisation (the Mutual 
Support Group), and of the 
Roman Catholic Church, the 
Army continues to conduct kill- 


ings and disappearances as it did 
in the past. 

But now, they say, the Army is 
more selective in who it targets 
and its tactics are more sophis- 
ticated and subtle. 

The recent events have 
sparked a public outcry for an 
end to the violence. Other groups 
have joined the Mutual Support 
Group in demanding respect for 
human rights. Known by its 
Spanish acronym GAM, the 
group represents the family 
members of 2,000 people who 
have disappeared in Guatemala. 

The country's principal labour 
organisations recently organised 
a 15-mile march to Guatemala 
City to demand an end to the 
persecution of union members 
and to repression in general. One 
member said he and his 
colleagues decided to stage the 
demonstration because “the 
pressure has been gelling worse. 


We had to speak out." 

Another group, which makes 
handicrafts, is comprised of the 
wives of 27 union leaders who 
were kidnapped in 1981. Their 
goal is to find out whaL happened 
to their husbands. 

Discouraged 

Although the women are 
member of GAM, they have 
begun to distance themselves, 
saying they find more support in 
their own group. 

Over the past year, GAM has 
lost strength as the nation's lead- 
ing voice in demanding respect 
for human rights and demanding 
that the government investigate. 
the disappearances of their 
relatives.

INF pact alone is of 
no great value: Sweden 


STOCKHOLM. Jan 20. 
(Reuter): Swedish Prime Mini- 
ster Ingvar Carlsson said today 
Iasi month's US-Soviet pact on 
scrapping intermediate nuclear 
arsenals was of no great value 
unless followed soon by further 
massive cuts in weapons systems. 

Carlsson. host this week of 
senior statesmen at a six-nation 
disarmament summit, told a 
briefing session the superpowers 
pact scrapping Intermediate- 
range Nuclear Forces (INF) 
must now be followed by a ban 

on nuclear space research and 
strategic arms. 

“Today we have the INF 
agreement, which is isolated, not 
of great value, but seen as a first 
step which may be of historic 


importance,” Carlsson told 
reporters. 

“What the world hopes and 
expects is a 50 per cent cut in 
strategic-range weapons in the 
first half of 1988,” he said. 

Carlsson said the aim of the 
six-nation initiative, which 
groups the leaders of Sweden, 
Argentina. India, Greece. Mcx- [ 
ico and Tanzania, was to impress i 
upon the superpowers that disar- 
mament was a concern for all 
rather than a bilateral issue. 

“That is why it is so important 
to see to it that we have a (disar- 
mament) process going in lhe 
right direction. If INF is an 
isolated decision it will mean 
nothing. We still have the 
capacity to destroy civilisation 
several times over," he said.

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North Yemen 
set to bring 
second oilfield 
on stream 
next month 

BAHRAIN, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
North Yemen is set to bring a 
second oilfield on stream in 
February, to further boost its 
impoverished economy, just two 
months after joining the ranks of 
neighbouring oil exporters of the 
Arabian peninsula. 

Oil industry sources in Sanaa 
said the country’s second oilfield, 
Azai, is expected to start produc- 
tion next month with an initial 
output of around 20,000 barrels 
per day (bpd). 

North Yemen, with a popula- 
tion approaching 9.S million, has 
one of the world's lowest per 
capita incomes, estimated at 
around $280 in 1 986. 

Azai field lies 1$ km (nine 
miles) north of the Alif field, the 
first commercially developed oil- 
field in North Yemen, which now 
produces around 1 50,000 bpd. 
Discovered 

Oil was first discovered in 
North Yemen in 1 984, by Yemen 
Hunt Chi, a subsidiary of Dallas- 
based Hunt OH company. The 
country's oil reserves are 
estimated at one billion barrels. 

It started exporting oil at a rate 
of 135,000 bpd last December 
and plans to raise this to 200,000 
bpd by mid- 1988. earning 
around $700 million per year. 

Oil flows from the inland Alif 
oil fields to the Red Sea coast 
through a 430 km (250 mile) 
pipeline. Work is in progress to 
connect Azai to Alif by a 
pipeline, oil industry sources 
said. 

“The Azai oilfield is not fully 
developed yet. The output may 
well increase above 20,000 bpd as 
new production wells are 
drilled, 1 * a senior oil executive in 
Sanaa said.

Dollar’s rough ride may not be over yet 


LONDON, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Things could still get rocky again 
for the dollar, economists say. 

Money market dealers are 
once more worrying that 
Americans are still importing 
more goods than they can really 
afford and spending more 
dollars lo buy them thpn the 
world really wants to bold. 

Last Friday, news of a sharp 
drop in the US trade deficit sent 
the dollar soaring. But yester- 
day's report of a December rise in 
Japan’s trade surplus has soured 
the dealer's optimism. 

Imbalances 

“These imbalances are still 
pretty scary," said Sykes Wil- 
ford, an economist at investment 
bankers Drexel Burnham Lam- 
bert, in London. 

Dealers in currencies and 
stocks, economists and investors 
all agree that the huge US trade 
deficit and stubbornly high sur- 
pluses in Japan and West Ger- 
many strain the global economy. 

They strain political relations, 
too. 

Politicians fear that either 
fewer dollars must flow through 
the world economy, which 
means a US recession, or more 
yen and marks must be printed. 
That means inflation. 

Rates 

In a sense, economists say, 
politicians’ arguments over 
exchange rates are arguments 
over who picks up the bid. 

And, with so much at stake, 
few are ready to say markets will 
steady soon or that the dollar will 
maintain a rally. 

“The imperialists used to have 
an answer,” Wilford said. 
“They’d provide economic 
growth, military protection and 
extort the cost from their

empires. The United Slates' 
problem is that it can’t." 

The United States has called 
on Japan and West Germany to 
boost their economies — a key 
element in international accords 
to stabilise currencies since last 
February’s Louvre accord. 

Faster Japanese and West 
German growth should mean 
more money to buy US goods to 
cut the trade defied L, and more to 
buy US Treasury bonds lo help 
finance Washington's budget 
deficit, while keeping the world 
economy safe from a slump. 
Policy 

“One question is whether 
Japan’s stimulation policy will 
reduce Japan’s surplus and the 
US deficit without a massive 
exchange rate shock," Wilford 
said.

Tokyo's overvalued equity 
market." 

Meanwhile, the West German 
economy is expected to grow 
only between one and two per 
cent this year after expanding 1 .7 
per cent in 1987. 

Jittery 

“There are no significant fun- 
damental reasons to purchase 
marks in favour of the dollar.” 
said a dealer for US based bank’s 
Frankfurt branch. 

That slow growth is holding 
back West Germany's share and 
bond markets, and helps keep 
markets across Europe jittery — 
West Germany dominates the 
European economy. 

Traders remain very nervous. 
Rumours of a US newspaper 
report that the trade figures were 
miscalculated knocked thedollar 


down by 1.5 pfennigs and one 
yen today. No such report could 
be found. 

“The euphoria after last 
Friday's US trade figures has all 
gone out of the market,” said a 
senior currency dealer at a Swiss 
bank in Zurich. 

The dollar soared last Friday, 
after the United States reported 
that its trade deficit fell to SI 3.22 
billion from a record 17.63 
billion in October. 

Keep falling 

Dealers thought it meant the 
deficit was headed down — and 
would keep falling without any 
painful new government policies. 

But then Japan said yesterday 
its December trade surplus jum- 
ped to $8.6 billion from 4.74 
billion in November. 

“Operators are nervous. They 


are not sure which way they 
should move because there has 
not yet been any strong evidence 
that the US trade deficit is 
actually improving," said one 
senior dealer ai a Japanese bank. 

Economists are somewhat less 
glum. 

“The October figure was cer- 
tainly abnormally bad, the 
November figure might well 
have been lucky,” said Martin 
WeaJe, an economics fellow at 
Cambridge University. 

“Depending on how you 
count it, whether payments are 
pushed up or back, you'd expect 
a bad month to be followed by a 
good one,” he said. 

Steep 

“Eveiything we know about 
economic theory suggests that 
the dollar's fall has been steep 
enough to bring a substantial 
improvement and soon in the 
deficit.” 

Keith Edmonds, an economist 
with Mitsubishi Finance Inter- 
national Ltd in London, says 
both the record high October US 
deficit and sharply lower 
November figure were aberra- 
* lions. 

“The average of the two num- 
bers is therefore a better guide, 
and this shows neither an 
improvement nor a significant 
deterioration over the previous 
three months," he said. 

Response 

But while many say markets 
have bounced too much in 'res- 
ponse to the trade numbers, few 
expect the pattern to change in 
the months ahead. 

“Markets have been moved to 
hemlines, presidents, superbowl 
scores and deficits," add 'one 
London share dealer. “At the 
moment it's deficits.”

But Cedergren said US con- 
sumers noticed price increases 
less in the past, since dealers 
already were charging SI ,000 to

“Those charges are gone, so 
now consumers can see when 
prices increase,” he said. 

. On Friday, Toyota Motor 
Coip became the latest Japanese 
-automaker to increase prices, 
joining Honda Motor Co in rais- 
ing sticker figures for the second 
time since the 1988 model year 
began in October. 

Raised 

Toyota raised prices an 
average 1 .4 per cent, or $162 per 
car. The increase is in addition to 
rises announced when Toyota 
introduced its 1988 models. 
Before the 1988 model year 
began, Toyota had last increased 
prices in May. 


US banks post big losses 
on Third World loans 


NEW YORK, Jan 20, (AP): 
Major American banks posted 
large losses yesterday on their 
Third World loans. 

Los Angeles-based Security 
Pacific Corp., the nation’s 
seven th-largest banking con- 
cern, posted a $39.4 million 
fourth-quarter loss because of a 
$350 million loss provision for 
Latin American loans. Security’s 
profit for the three months was 
$15.7 million. 

Set aside 

“Obviously, 1987 was a 
challenging year for this indus- 
try, highlighted by continued 
uncertainty regarding LDC 
(less-developed country) debt 
and turmoil in the financial 
markets,” said Security’s chair- 
man and chief executive, 
Richard Flamson III. 

During the year, Security set 
aside a total of 5908 million for 


possible future losses on Latin 
American loans, bringing the 
total to 5980 million, or 54 per 
cent of its non -trade-related 
Latin debL of about $1 .8 billion. 

In Pittsburgh, Mellon Bank 
Corp., 14th largest in the nation, 
said yesterday it lost 5234 million 
in the fourth quarter, reflecting 
an increase in reserves to cover 
loans to Third World countries. 

Mellon added $1.05 billion to 
its loan reserves last year. 

The Pittsburgh-based bank 
holding company said it lost $844 
million in 1987. 

Reserves 

Several other banks have pos- 
ted large quarterly losses. The 
banks lave cited the decision by 
Brazil, the developing world’s 
biggest debtor, to halt interest 
payments on its international 
h ank debt in February, troubled 
Third World economies, and a 


series of internal debt restructur- 
ings as reasons for the increased 
reserves. 

By sharply boosting reserves, 
banks reduce their current earn- 
ings but establish a cushion to 

{ irotect future earnings from 
□ans that may be written off or 
disposed of at a loss. 

Chairman Frank V. Cahouet 
said 45 per cent, or $621 million, 
of the bank's medium- and long- 
term loans to Third World coun- 
tries was covered by the 
increased reserves. 

Meanwhile, First Chicago 
Corp.'s decision to add another 
$240 million to its reserve for 
troubled foreign loans had given 
the bank holding company a 
huge loss for the fourth quarter 
and all of 1987. 

The addition in the final quar- 
ter brought the total reserves to 
$1.32 billion by the end of last 
year. 


Saudi interest rates soar 


BAHRAIN, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia’s decision lo freeze 
a round of tariff increases trig- 
gered a bout ofheavy speculation 
against the riyal today and 
pushed domestic interest rates to 
their highest level for over a year. 

Traders said the policy U- 
turn, the second within two 
weeks after controversial plans 
to tax foreigners were cancelled, 
triggered speculation that Saudi 
Arabia's budget planners would 
have to devalue the riyal to help 
plug its 1988 budget deficit. 

. Shortfall 

The shortfall is estimated 
officially at 35.9 billion riyals or 
S9.6 billion and the tax levy and 
increased customs duties had 
been seen as key sources of extra 
revenue to compensate for son 
prices on world oil markets. 

King Fahd ordered the susp- 
ension of tariff increases late on 
Monday in a climb-down which 
some bankers in the kingdom see 
damaging the credibility of the 


government’s economc plan- 
ning. 

In early January, Fahd 
revoked plans to reimpose 
income tax on foreigners — 
scrapped in 1975 — after a public 
outcry and mass resignations at 
hospitals and in the key financial 
sector. 

Traders said markets reacted 
by speculating heavily against 
the riyal, betting on a devaluation 
from its parity of 3.75 to the US 
dollar which has been in force 
since June 1986. 

Devaluation 

A devaluation would increase 
the value of the kingdom's 
dollar-denominated oil exports 
when transferred into local 
currency, but also has disadvan- 
tages, making imports into the 
kingdom more expensive for 
consumers and industry. 

But the riyal interbank market 
— in which banks in Saudi 
Arabia, Bahrain and London 
borrow and lend riyals — took 


the view tbaL a devaluation was 
now likely. 

Traders said banks and cor- 
porate customers were anxious 
to build up holdings of dollars in 
the hope that they could be swap- 
ped back for more riyals after a 
devaluation. 

Funds 

That drove rates for one- 
month riyal funds up to 8-3/4 per 
cent, the highest level since the 
start of January 1987. 

The market later calmed som- 
ewhat with funds coining on 
offer at eight per cent, but that 
was still well above yesterday's 
quotes in a range of 6-7/8, 5/8 per 
cent. ' 

Longer-dated deposit rates 
also traded above eight per cent,- 
while the riyal was quoted at a 
weak 3.7514/18 to the dollar. 
Some of that softness was, 
however, attributed to a market 
technicality ahead of the Friday 
weekend in Gulf states. 


Coffee 
exports 
tightened 
to boost 
prices 

LONDON, Jan 20, (AP): Falling 
prices forced the International 
Coffee Organisation yesterday to 
restrict supplies of coffee availa- 
ble for export for the second time 
this month. 

The 74-nation organisation, 
empowered by treaty to control 
supplies and prices, announced 
an immediate cut of one million 
bags in the export quota for Jan- 
uary through March. 

One bag of coffee equals 132 
pounds (60 kilos) of beans. 

The London-based ICO said 
the cut was automatically trig- 
gered by the falling of its 
indicator price of world market 
values below Si J20 a pound on 
Monday. Monday's pnee, which 
was calculated by the ICO yester- 
day, was $1,474. 

Reduction 

The latest reduction will be 
applied to the export quotas of 
producers according to their 
shares of the total global figure. 

It brings the allocation for this 
quarter down to 12.5 million 
bags and the total for the 1987-88 
(October-September) coffee year 
to 54.5 million. The export quota 
was last cut on Jan 5. 

The quota was initially set at 
58 million bags last October, 
when ICO members agreed to the 
return of market controls after a 
break of] 9 months. 

The ICO is trying to keep the 
average world market price in 
1 987-88 between S 1 .20 and $1 .40 
a pound by adjusting the size of 
the quota aL certain trigger 
points. 

Adjustments 

Under the current mechanism 
for adjustments, no more than 
two quota cuts are permitted per 
quarter. 

At an executive meeting in 
London earlier this month, 
producer representatives sugges- 
ted a third cut might be necessary 
this quarter to lift prices. 


Ipic buyslOpc 
stake in Spanish 
company 

ABU DHABI, Jan 20, (Opecna); 
The Abu Dhabi-based Inter- 
national Petroleum Investment 
Company (Ipic) has acquired a 

1 0 per cent stake in Spain's major 

011 refining and petrochemical 
company, Cepsa. 

Ipic’s managing director 
Khalifa Mo hamm ed Al Shams' 
said here that under an 
agreement signed earlier this 
month, the state-owned Ipic 
would pay about $120 million 
and receive two seats on Cepsa’s 
board of directors. 

Under another agreement, 
Adnoc, the Abu Dhabi National 
Oil Company, will supply the 
Spanish company with about 
60,000 bpd of crude oil, he said. 

Ipic, which was founded in 
1984, has been keen to invest in 
foreign crude and petroleum 
product marketing outlets.

Norway’s Statoil wins 
China oil contract 

OSLO, Jan 20, (Reuter): Norwegian state ofl firm Statoil won oil 
exploration rights on a vast sector of the South China Sea today. 
“We signed the agreement today (Wednesday) in Peking,” 
spokesman Einar Bergfa told Reeders. He said the signing 
ceremony coincided with Prime Minister Gro Harlem Brand- 
tland’s official visit this week to China. Statoil, Norway's biggest 
oil company and a pillar of the North Sea ofl industry, has for 
several years advised China on bow to develop its offshore 
activities. China's ofl has traditionally flowed from mainland 
fields, hot foreign firms have been gsampisag ofl In the South China 
Sea since the early 1980s. China has appointed Statoil operator 
on a 3,740 square kilometre (1,450 square miles) sector off 
Hainan idandjSplitting rights on the block equally with Statoil 
and the Chinese national offshore ofl corporation, Bergfa said. 

Statoil, in turn, has committed itself to a one-year exploration 
programme on the block, including seismic surveys and one well 
— with an option to drifl further wells. 

Statoil, which opened a Pelting office seven years ago, is 
already taking part in Yellow Sea drilling operations and holds a 
stake in a producing Sooth China Sea field. 

Weak dollar, oil glut cloud 
Gulf economic outlook 

BAHRAIN, Jan 20, (Reuter): Gulf states registered little growth 
in 1987 and prospects for future recovery may be KwiHed by the 
Iran-lraq war, a weak dollar and oversnpply on world oil markets. 
Gulf International Bank (GIB) said today. 

The Bahrain-based bank's economist Henry Azzam said the 
trough of the recession was probably readied in 1986, but last 
year saw only a partial recovery in ofl revenues and the region now 
seemed set for a period of flat economic development. A pick-up 
would become more visible in the early 1990s when world demand 
for Gulf oil could be expected to increase markedly, Azzam wrote 
in the bank's monthly economic report. 

He said Gulf states would probably increase the proportion of 
ofl they exported in die form of refined products, following 
Kuwait which ships up to 80 per cent of its oil in this form. “This 
trend wifi allow the Gulf countries to have more control on the 
amount of oil they can sell ou the world market,” Azzam said. 

GIB is the second largest bank based oa Bahrain. 

Last October's world-wide crash of stock markets would 
probably depress demand for ofl in the short-term If die US and 
world economies slow, but it should still be posable to maintain 
prices at the $18-dollar benchmark set by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (Opec). 

Azzam said the deaine of the dollar had reduced the purchasing 
power of the Gulf region's oil revenues by some 50 per cent since 
die start of 1985. That had increased the prices of non-doUar 
imports, squeezed profit margins for international contractors 
and exporters and had started to alter wefl established trading 
patterns. 

Hydrocarbon discovery 

LONDON, Jan 20, (UPI): Britofl Pic confirmed today a sig- 
nificant hydrocarbon discovery in North Sea Mock 9/23B about 
200 miles north of Aberdeen, Scotland. WeD 9/23B-7 was drilled 
to * fatal depth of 6,015 ft in the tertiary and encomitered over 
600 ftnetof ofl and gas bearing sands, Britoil said. Three separate 
intervals were tested. The first flowed at 5^25 barrels per day of 
20 per cent API (American Petroleum Institute) oiL A chief 
executive for Britofl said the tests have confirmed theconsidera- 
Ne potential in the tertiary in this Mock. It was estimated that the 
structures penetrated by these two wells contain approximately 
200 million barrels of recoverable ofl reserves and 600 biBioa 
cubic ft of recoverable gas reserves within block 9/23B. 

There is additional potential in at least two other tertiary 
structures which lie in block 9/23B, Britofl said. Britofl believes 
this is to be the largest discovery in the North Sea for several years 
and for the company it is a very important addition to its 
successful ongoing exploration programmed to increase the 
reserves and value of the company. A further well, 9/23B-8, was 
spudded to the south of 9/23R-7 on Jan 16, Britofl said.

WASHINGTON, Jan 20, (AP): 
The head of the International 
Monetary Fund proposed yes- 
terday more flexibility in loan 
policies to counter the charge 
that the terms are too harsh for 
poor countries in financial trou- 
ble. 

But the official Michael Cam- 
dessus, also complained that 
some governments seek the 
fund's help only after delaying so 
long that they have to agree to 
hander conditions than might 
otherwise be the case. 

“This is a vicious circle,” Cam- 
dessus said in a speech prepared 
for a conference in Singapore of 
the governors of central banks in 
countries of Southeast Asia. 
Copies were released by the 
fund's headquarters in Washing- 
ton. 

Loans 

The fund is owned by 152 
governments, with the United 
States holding the largest block 
of shares. It had nearly $44 
billion worth of loans outstand- 
ing at the end of November. 

On Monday, the World Bank, 
the fund's sister organisation 
published a report that Third 
World debt would reach $1,245 


trillion by the end of this year. It 
said the extent of the debt would 
cause many people in African 
and other debtor countries to fall 
back into poverty. 

Camdessus suggested greater 
flexibility and “larger relative 
access'* to the fund's resources. 
Under its most generous terms, 
borrowers can now get loans 
amounting to about nine times 
their original contribution, 
repayable in 1 0 years. 

He said that when the fund cut 
off disbursement of loans 
because of borrowing country 
failed to meet agreed conditions, 
in a “sizeable proportion** of 
cases between 1982 and 1986 an 
important factor had been the* 
country's inability to earn 
enough from its exports. 

Camdessus said the situation 
raises the question whether the 
fund could use a “contingency 
financing mechanism,** one that 
would take account of 
unforeseeable situations. 

The fund already has one such 
arrangement, with Mexico. The 
terms of tbatloan depend on how 
much Mexico earns from its 
major export, oil. Terms are 
easier if Mexico’s earnings are 
low. 


Seoul to ease 
foreign 
currency 
controls 

SEOUL, South Korea, Jan 20, 
(AP): South Korea, rapidly 
boosting its overseas earnings, is 
studying plans to further ease 
controls on foreign currency and 
overseas investment, govern- 
ment officials said today. 

Officials at the Economic 
Planning Board, the top South 
Korean economic agency, said 
the aim is to handle more effec- 
tively the growing foreign 
currency holdings from the 
nation's export-oriented econ- 
omy. 

New measures under study 
include a law revision to increase 
drastically the amount of foreign 
currency South Koreans can 
take on overseas trips, currently 
fixed at $5.000 a trip, the officials 
safd. ' 

The government also is con- 
sidering allowing South Korean 
firms or businessmen to invest up 
to $2 million overseas without 
prior government permission, 
they said. The present ceiling is 
$1 million. 

South Korea took a series of 
measures last year, easing 
foreign cuirency controls for 
Koreans traveling abroad and 
allowing limited foreign access to 
its domestic stock market, but 
the actions were considered 
insufficient, the officials said. 

South Korea, the officials 
said, needs to take more 
“positive measures’* to reduce its 
growing current account surplus 
and open its capital market to 
cope effectively with growing 
foreign economic pressure.

The Kuwaiti economist tack- 
led oil from its various aspects, 
effects, production and prices, 
comparing between the establi- 
shment of Opec in I960 and the 
International Energy Agency in 
1974. 

He said that Opec came into 
being to defend the interests of its 
members, following the slump of 
oil prices in the '50s because-- 
major companies used cheap oil 
in rebuilding post-war Europe.

The seasonally adjusted 0.1 
per cent increase in December 
was smaller than the 0.2 percent 
rise that economists had expec- 
ted and followed a 0.3 per cent 
increase in November.

Overall food price increase 
slowed in 1987, despite shaip 
rises in fruit and vegetable prices, 
while shelter, clothing and enter- 
tainment costs rose faster than in 
1986.

E rices, consumer prices would 
ave risen by 4.1 per cent last 
year. 

In December, food and

However, as a percentage of 
total spending, expenditure on 
health should rise to 14. 1 percent 
by 1990-91 from 13.1 percent in 
the 1986-87 fiscal year, the 
Treasury said. 

The forecast came in adetailed 
Treasury statement on public 
spending which elaborates on 


forecasts made in November by 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Nigel Lawson. Overall spending 
figures are the same as the 
Novemberstatement- 

The government has been 
under pressure recently from 
opposition leaders, doctors and 
nurses, to spend more on the 
country’s national health 
service, which its critics claim is 
in a crisis due to shortage, of 
funds. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has kept a tight grip on 
public spending since she came, 
into power in 1979. 

Revenue 

The Treasury reaffirmed its 
plans to boost public spending in 
Britain by an average of 1 .25 per 
cent annually in real terms over 
the next three fiscal years. 

Lawson is to announce details 
of the revenue side of the budget 
on March 15. He is expected to 


announce a further cut in taxes as 
a result of buoyant government 
revenues, resulting from higher- 
th an -expected tax revenues and 
from privatisation proceeds. 

This has infuriated some 
government critics who believe 
tiie extra revenue should be given 
to the health service rather than 
to the taxpayers. 

Spending details also 
included; 

As a proportion of Gross 
Domestic Product, public spend- 
ing should fall from 42.5 per cent 
in the current fiscal year, ending 
March 3 1 .

As previously announced, the 
public expenditure planning 
totals, a measure of expenditure 
that excludes debt interest 
payment, will rise 6 per cent in 
nominal terms to £156.8 billion 


(5281 billion) in the fiscal year 
beginning on April 1 , 1 988, from 
an expected £147.3 biUion(S264 
billion) in the current fiscal year. 

The planning totals for 1989- 
90 and 1990-91 are £167.1 billion 
(5299 billion) and £176.1 billion

Spending 

Spending on education and 
science will rise from 13.3 per 
cent of total spending to 1 3.7 per 
cent in the same period. 

The proportion spent on law 
and order and on serial security 
will also rise to the end of the 
decade.

Mexico hit by stock market crash 

Small Latin nations show big brothers how to grow 


BUENOS AIRES. Argentina, 
Jan 20, (UPI): Latin American 
economies, although stumbling 
in the world slowdown, grew for 
the third straight year in 1987, 
with smaller nations showing the 
big brothers how to do iL 

While giants Brazil, Argen- 
tina, and Mexico lost their han- 
dle on inflation and fell far short 
of growth targets, Uruguay, 
Chile. Paraguay, Peru. Colom- 
bia, Venezuela, the Dominican 
Republic and Bolivia notched up 
overall economic performances 
ranging from good to very good 
through combinations of daring, 
expertise, patience and good 
luck. 

Obstacles 

Considering the obstacles — 
huge foreign debts, perennial 
political instability, change-res- 
istant bureaucracies, and in some 
cases guerrilla warfare — the fact 
many Latin countries could 
prosper at all in 1 987 was a major 
achievement. 

Whether they can pul in a 
repeat performance in 1988 is 
open to question. 

It will depend on such impon- 
derables overall world growth, 
political conditions, harvests. 


The big surprise of the year 
was Peru, whose growth rate of 7 
per cent was the highesi in South 
America and equal to that of the 
Dominican Republic. 

Peru's growth was substan- 
tially above the overall Latin 
America 1987 growth rate. The 
economic commission for Latin 
America, an agency of the 
United Nations, has estimated 
this at 2.6 per cent, compared to 
hikes of 3.4 per cent in 1 986 and 
2.7 per cent in 1985. 

Angered 

Peru’s Maverick President 
Alan Garcia has angered inter- 
national bankers by limiting 
foreign debt payments Lo 10 per 


cent of export earnings, a token 
amount that leaves the Andean 


and ever-fluctuating prices of 
raw materials — oil, wheat, 


raw materials — oil, wheat, 
soybeans, coffee, copper — the 
chief exports of most Latin 
American coumries. 


Republic in virtual default. 

To the dismay of con- 
servatives, Garcia, who is fight- 
ing a guerrilla war against a far- 
left Marxist group known as the 
shining path, says if necessary he 
will sell off Peru’s gold bullion 
and silver metal reserves to keep 
consumption in his nation 
stoked up. 

Peru's inilation shot up to 
1 1 1 .5 per cent in 1 987, compared 
to 63 per cent in 1986. 

Garcia also infuriated con- 
servatives by nationalising 
Peruvian-owned banks and 
insurance companies, touching 
off a backlash from the right 


whose leader is prestigious 
novelist Mario Vargas Losa. 

But while Peru's unorthodox 
methods worked temporarily, 
more conventional approaches 
provided other nations with the 
twin benefits of stability and 
increasing prosperity. 

Chile, a businessman’s model 
of putting free market economic 
methods to work in a developing 
country, achieved a growth rale 
of5.4percentin 1987, the fourth 
consecutive year of sustained 
economic growth. 

Innovative 

Chile actually reduced by 10 
per cent its foreign debt, now 
estimated at S19 billion, through 
innovative debt-to-equity swaps 
that attracted foreign investors 
and repatriated Chilean deposits 
abroad. 

A fortuitous doubling of 
prices of Chile's chief export, 
copper, in December capped a 
good year and brought in 
another S500 million in foreign 
exchange. Inflation in the Pacific 
coast nation was 2 1 .5 per cent, a 
drop in the bucket compared to 
Argentina’s rate of 174.8 per 
cent, more than four times 
greater than the target rate of 42 
percenL 

Inflation in Brazil, which 
declared a moratorium on its 
foreign debt early in the year, was 
a record 365 per cent, while Mex- 


ico’s rate of 159.2 per cent was 
alsoa record and a severe drag on 
an already stagnant economy 
that grew by only 0.3 per cent in 
the first three quarters of the 
year, the last available official 
figures. 

Growth 

Argentina's 1987 economic 
growth rate is estimated at less 
than 2 per cent, beiow the Latin 
American average and two 
paints behind the Argentine tar- 
get. Brazil's growth of 3.5 per 
cent was a snail's pace by its usual 
fast-paced standard and a drop 
of 4.7 per cent compared to 1986. 

Mexico had the hard luck of 
being the Latin American nation 
that suffered the most from the 
US stock market crash. 

The once-booming Mexican 
exchange, which brought inves- 
tor confidence early in 1987, 
nosedived along with New 
York’s in the October crisis, los- 
ing 70 per cent of its value and 
triggering accelerated capital 
flight and Lhe collapse of Lhe 
peso. 

The patience and nerve of 
Bolivia's aging President Victor 
Paz Estensorro finally broke that 
Andean nation's economic 
decline in 1987. Tin and natural 
gas-exporting Bolivia experien- 
ced a modest economic growth of 
3 per cent after three years of 
recession. 


While the leaders of Mexico, 
Brazil, and Argentina promised 
a lot but delivered little on 
measures to reduce bureaucracy 
and stati sra, tough, 80-year-old 
Paz Estensorro put action 
behind his rhetoric. 

He closed non-productive, 
government-run tin mining 
operations, laying off thousands 
of workers and clashing head-on 
with powerful, leftist-dominated 
unions. 

He reduced a morass of 100 
taxes to six, fixed customs duties 
to a flat 20 per cent and ended gas 
subsidies. He reduced inflation 
from the hyper rate of 24,000 per 
centin September of 1 985 to 10.7 
percent in 1987. 

In landlocked Paraguay, rul- 
ing Army Commander Gen. 
Alfredo Stroessner proved you 
didn't have to be a populist to get 
international bankers angry. 

Avoided 

A rigid conservative, Stroess- 
ner has avoided across-the- 
board rescheduling agreements 
with foreign creditors despite a 
balance of payments crisis and 
foreign pressures for reforms. 
Yet in overall terms Paraguay’s 
debt is low by Latin American 
standards, some 52.3 billion. 

Still, much or Paraguay's 
economic activity can't be 
measured. 

It consists of millions of 


dollars in ‘transit* goods, from 
electronics goods and computers 
to toys, that are flown into 
Paraguay and re-exported at a 
profit to neighbouring Brazil and 
Argentina, often as contraband. 

The trade has converted 
Paraguay's capital, Asuncion, 
into a bustling metropolis of 
500,000 with skyscrapers, 
modern banks, and comfortable 

hotels where salespersons and 

financiers from the United 
States, Japan, Taiwan, South 
Korea and Europe battle one 
another for a larger slice of the 
lucrative re-export market. 

Other winners in 1987 were 
Colombia, a nation exploiting 
newly explored oil wealth, which 
grew 5.5 per cent; Uruguay, 
which grew by a 4 per cent in an 
economy based on free market 
policies; and Venezuela, which 
grew by 3.2 per cent 

Ecuador, a small West Coast 
nation, was a hard luck case. 

An earthquake knocked out 
20 miles (32 km ) of an oil pipeline 
that was also the nation's econ- 
omic artery, causing a suspen- 
sion of oil production, . 

That setback, combined with 
floods and frost that damaged 
crops, resulted in a negative 
growth of minus 3.5 percent ins- 
tead of the 3 per cent real growth 
officially predicted at the begin- 
ning of 1987.

Pollination 

THERE are four parts to 
most flowers, arranged 
one inside the other. These 
are the sepals, the petals, 
the stamens and the car- 
pels. 

The sepals protected the 
flower while it was a young 
bud. Many petals are 
b^l^colpur^d.-, M, a , 
attract insects.' to the * 
flower. Many flowers also 
have lovely scents so that 
bees and other insects will 
notice them and come to 
them. 

The stamens make a 
yellow dust called pollen - 
If you shake a ripe flower, 
little clouds of pollen come 
off. When some pollen 
from the same kind of 
flower settles on the car- 
pels, the carpels start to 
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grow. Sometimes the 
pollen is carried to the car- 
pels by bees and other 
kinds of insects. Some- 


times the pollen is carried 
by the wind. Catkins have 
their pollen carried by the 
wind. 


When the pollen settle 
on the carpels, the carpel 
grows to form a fruit. 
Some fruits contain just 
one seed. Other fruits con- 
tain many seeds. 

The wax produced by 
bees is used in making hon- 
eycombs consisting of six- 
sided cells into each of' 
which the queen bee laysan 
egg that will eventually 
give birth to an insect. 
Other cells in the hon- 
eycomb act as storage 
places for honey. 

The honey is nectar from 
flowers which has been 
gathered, concentrated 
and digested by the bees. 
The honey still has the 
scent of the flowers where 
the bees first found it.

MELBOURNE, Jan 20, 
(Reuter): Defending champion 
Stefan Edberg moved a step 
nearer a third straigh t A usiralian 
Open crown but emerged shaken 
after a quarterfinal win over 
Soviet player Andrei Chesnokov 
today. 

Edberg, the second seed, bat- 
tled bard to defeat the tenacious 
Chesnokov 4-6 7-6 (7-5) 6-4 6-4 
in a two hour. 50 minute thriller. 
In Friday's semifinals he will 
meet third-seeded fellow-Swede 
Mats Wilander, who beat yet 
another compatriot, Anders 
Jarryd, 7-6 6-2 6-3 today. 

Top-seeded Ivan Lendl faces 
Wimbledon champion Pat Cash, 
seeded four, in the other men’s 
semifinal. They both qualified 
yesterday. 

Flashy 

For almost two sets Edberg, 22 
yesterday, seemed a Ukely victim 
of the flashy forehand and dou- 
ble-barreled backhand of Ches- 
nokov, who looked out of place 
in the space-age centre court with 
his baggy shorts and endor- 
sement-free shirt. 

But the world’s number two 
rallied from the briuk to edge 
past the unseeded Chesnokov, 
ranked 35th on the computer. 

The turning point of the match 
came in the tiebreak of the 
second set. when the umpire 
overruled a line judge who called 
an Edberg backhand out at 5-5. 

Had the call stood it would 
have given the Soviet set point 
for a 2-0 lead. The point was

replayed, Edberg won it to gain 
setpoint and then clinched the set 
on nis first service point. 

“I thought it was out,” said 
Chesnokov afterwards. “But the 
umpire said it was in and it was 
not possible to argue. It makes a 
big difference, 6-5 instead of 5- 
6 ." 

Edberg, who is seeking to join 
Jack Crawford and Roy Emer- 
son as the winner of three 
straight Open singles crowns. 


admitted afterwards he had been 
lucky to escape with a win. 

“I had to fight very hard. He 
gave me a lot- of trouble all the 
way," Edberg said. 

“1 was not laying my best but 
at least I fought hard. I will have 
to lift my game another level 
against Mats." 

Wilander had earlier beaten 
Jarryd in a quarterfinal match 
that was as dour as the other was 
gripping. 


Wilander, winner of the 1983- 
84 Opens, took the iwo-hour-4I- 
minute battle of the baseliners 
through steadiness rather than 
flair. 

But hestill poses a bigproblem 
for Edberg, who has been below 
form from the start of the tour- 
nament. Edberg is the only men’s 
semi finalist to have lost a set — 
he has lost two — in this tour- 
nament. 

Edberg started slowly against. 
Chesnokov. His serve, his big- 
gest weapon, had all but deserted 
him — he was footfaulted seven 
times in the match — and ius 
volleying was out of touch. 

But by the start of the third set 
he had begun to find his rhythm. 
A break fora 5-4 lead in the third 
left him serving for a 2-1 advan- 
tage and another in the first game 
of the fourth effectively ended 
Chesnokov's charge. 

“I have basically been strug- 
gling for two weeks,” said 
Edberg. “I have to work harder 
than I am used to. It’s more men- 
tal and I have to believe more in 
myself. 

“At 2-0 in the second set I said 
to myself, ‘What the hell am I 
doing, at least work.* 

“I did and I felt afterwards I 
had done a good job out there,” 
he said. 

The women's semifinals are 
tomorrow with top-seeded Steffi 
Graf facing fellow- West Ger man 
Gaudia Kohde-Kilsch and Mar- 
tina Navratilova taking on 
perennial rival Chris Evert. 


Flags of 161 Olympic nations raised 


Games’ organisers celebrate record entry 


SEOUL, South Korea, Jan 20, 
(AP): The flags of the 161 nations 
taking part in the 1988 Olympic 
Games were raised amid trumpet 
fanfare today, and officials 
vowed to keep politics out and 
stage “the perfect Games.” 

The flags were raised at the 
ultra-modern Olympic Park by 
hundreds of boy scouts and girl 
scouts as Olympic and govern- 
ment officials watched. Two 
military bands played fanfares as 
die flags were slowly raised. 
Reality 

Prime Minister Kim Chung- 
Yul said the success of the Games 
was ensured because a record 
-number -of nations would par- 
' thcro *w oa l d * bo « B »-- 
superpower boycott for the first 
time in 12 years. 

"I am convinced that the Seoul 
Games will be a great festival of 
mankind in name and reality, 
embodying the noble Olympic 
spirit of promoting peace,” he 
said. 

Hundreds of Olympic officials 
applauded and released a cloud 
or red, white, green and blue 


balloons into the air after the 
flags were raised. Journalists and 
photographers ran around try- 
ing to find the flags of their 
nations, which were raised in 
Korean alphabetical order. 

Park Sen-Jik, president of the 
Seoul Olympic Organising Com- 
mittee (Slooc), said South Korea 
was determined that politics 
would not be allowed to spoil the 
Games. He said the Olympic 
movement was ready to put the 
problems of the past behind it 

“I believe 1988 will see an 
exemplary Olympics and, as 
such, will witness a new era for 
the Olympic movement.” he 

sa id. ~ ‘

compete against each other at the 
Olympics for the first time since 
1976. The United States and 
many nations boycotted the 1980 
Games in Moscow to protest 
Soviet intervention, in Afghanis- 
tan. The Soviet Union and its 
allies boycotted the 1984 Games 
in Los Angeles. 

Fears of a communist boycott 
headed by North Korea collap- 


sed earlier this month when the 
Soviet Union and other com- 
munist countries said they would 
participate in 1988. 

North Korea, which is deman- 
ding to co-host the Games, and 
Cuba are the only nations to 
announce boycotts if the co-h os- 
ting demand is not met. Ethiopia, 
Nicaragua, Albania and the Sey- 
chelles have not accepted for 
various reasons. 

Urged 

The prime minister denounced 
the Communist North for des- 
troying a South Korean airliner 
and urged the world to condemn 
and punish Pyongyang. He char- 
'ged'North Korea with trying to 
° w ree k - t hc =G ames. 

“North Korean authorities up 
until this moment have refused to 
participate in the Games and 
have staged various plots to obs- 
truct the Games," he said. 

A woman confessed last 
Friday that she was a North 
Korean agent and helped destroy 
a Korean air plane that crashed 
Nov 29 in the Andaman Sea near 
Burma, killing all 1 1 5 people on

Tyson, who is a student ofbox- 
ing history and films, has said he 
thought Holmes' best fight was a 
15-round split decision over Ken 
Norton for the World Boxing 
Council title June 9, 1978. 

“He started showing signs of 
deterioration about three years 
ago, about the time of the Bon- 
ecrusher Smith and David Bey 
fights,” Futch said. 

Holmes, who was cut and in 
trouble, stopped Smith ou cuts in 
the J2th round Nov 9, 1984, and 
stopped a pudgy Bey in the 12th 
round March 15, 1985. 

Succeeded 

Futch helped Richie Giachetti 
train Holmes for his 15-round 
unanimous derision over Trevor 
Berbick April II, 1981, at Las 
Vegas. He then succeeded Gia- 
chetti as Holmes' trainer until the 
first Spinks fight Sept 22, 1985, 
which he did not work because he 
also trained Spinks. 

Giachelli trained Holmes for 
both Spinks fights and forFriday 
night’s match. 
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board. 

North Korea has repeatedly 
denied that it had anything to do 
with the disappearance of the 
plane.

League rule 
change blow 
for Maxwell 

LONDON, Jan 20, (Reuter): 
Watford’s future as an English 
League soccer side may be put at 
risk if multi-millionaire publi- 
sher Robert Maxwell reopens 
negotiations to buy the club 
without first selling off his 
interests in Derby and Oxford. 

Maxwell was warned about 
the possible consequences of 
pursuing his bid for the 92 per 
cent shareholding of Watfoni’s 
rock star owner Elton John after 
the League tightened its rules in 
London yesterday. 

An extraordinary general 
meeting of League chairmen 
approved the strengthening of its 
one man, one dub rule. 

It madeitclear that if Maxwell 
went ahead and tried to buy 
John's stake in Watford without 
first severing his financial links 
with Derby, and Oxford, they 
would consider expelling the 
First Division dub. 

He can retain his chairman- 
ship of Derby and his son, Kevin, 
will remain in charge of Oxford 
because the rule changes are not 
retrospective. 

Legally 

League president Philip Car- 
ter said: “We cannot draft 
regulations that axe legally bind- 
ing but we must all work within 
the spirit of them. 

“If not, it could lead to the 
fining of thedub, the fining ofthe 
individual or the expulsion of the 
dub." 

Maxwell previously stated he 
would sever all connections with 
soccer if he was prevented from 
buying Watford, whfle Derby 
have threatened legal action if 
Maxwell is forced away from 
them. 

Maxwell said later yesterday’s 
outcome was “to the detriment 
of the dub, its supporters, its 
players, and the town of Wat- 

But the League bad wisely 
refused to proceed with an 
original intention to make the 
rulmg retrospective. That would 
have been “illegal and unfair,” 
he said. 

He would stay as chairman of 
Derby with his son remaining in 
charge at Oxford.

McEnroe 
must qualify 
for Seoul 
Olympics 

MELBOURNE, Jan 20, 
(Reuter): American John McEn- 
roe will have to qualify to play at 
the Seoul Olympics while Hana 
Mandlikova, an Australian 
citizen since January 1, will not 
compete despite being named to 
play for Czechoslovakia, her for- 
mer homeland. 

The International Tennis 
Federation (1TF) announced its 
direct acceptances today, adding 
that Tim Mayotte, ranked one 
pface above McEnroe at number 
nine in the world, would be the 
only American not required to 
qualify for the Games, the first 
for 64 years where medals will be 
awarded for tennis. 

Named 

The fiery McEnroe, who has 
not competed for over two mon- 
ths following suspension, is 
named as one of 27 players from 
North and South America who 
will play for six qualifying places 
in the 64-man draw. 

In the unlikely event that he 
did not qualify, the ITF could 
grant him one of eight wild cards 
for the men’s tournament. 

Among the 32 players directly 
accepted are Wimbledon cham- 
pion Pat Cash of Australia, ex- 
champion Boris Becker of West 
Germany and Swedes Stefan 
Edberg and Mats Wilander. 

World number one Steffi Graf 
of West Germany, who won the 
demonstration event at the 1984 
Olympics, Argentina's Gabriels 
Sabatini and Mandlikova gain 
direct acceptance to the 48- 
strong draw for the women’s sin- 
gles. 

Mandlikova told journalists 
later she had been nominated by 
the Czechoslovak federation 
without her permisison and 
would not represent Cze- 
choslovakia at the Olympics. 

She has stated recently she 
wanted to play for Australia in 
the 1992 Olympics in Barcelona, 
but had not indicated her plans 
for the 1988 Games. 

One anomaly appears to be the 
selection of Henri Leconte and 
Thierry Tulsane as the two 
French direct acceptances ahead 
of Yannick Noah, who has said 
he will not play in Seoul. 

Noah, ranked eighth in the 
world compared with Tulsane’ s 
57th, is named in the European 
qualifying section. . 

The ITF said 70 nations had 
"entered the tenni s singles and 
doubles tournaments, which

involve qualifying and pre- 
qualifying competitions. 

Countries are allowed to 
nominate four men and three 
women of which a maximum of 
three men and three women may 
compete in the singles events. 

The number of direct accep- 
tances depends on the countries' 
degree of success in last year's 
Davis and Federation Cups, the 
premier men's and women's 
team competitions. 

Teams which reached at least 
the quarter-final round of the 
1987 Davis Cup gain two direct 
acceptances.

UEFA defers decision on English ban 


MONTE CARLO, Jan 20, 
(Reuter): European soccerchiefs 
deferred a decision on the read- 
mission of English teams to 
Europe’s threeclubcorapetitions 
today, but left the way open for a 
return next season.

Union (UEFA) turned down a 
Scottish move for an immediate 
end to the ban imposed after the 
Heysel stadium riots in 1985 
when 39 spectators died before 
the European club final in Brus- 
sels between Liverpool and 
Juventus. 

Clubs 

The decision on the return of 
England's dubs to the Cham- 
pions', Cup Winners' and UEFA 
Cups will now be made at the 
next executive committee meet- 
ing in St Andrews, Scotland, in 
May and English offidals here 
said they remained optimistic 
their dubs would be competing 
next season. 


‘/I am very optimistic there will 
be readmission soon," said Foot- 
ball Assodation (FA) chairman 
BertMilliehip. 

Football League president 
Phillip Carter told Reuters: ‘‘I 
-am positive that with the presen- 
tation we made ... and providing 
we have no difficulties both on 
the local scene and in Europe ... 
we will be back." 

Millichip, who with Carter 
presented England’s case to 
UEFA, told reporters be was 
optimistic clubs would be read- 
mitted if British fans behaved 
during this summer's European 
Championship in West Ger- 
many. 

UEFA sources who attended 
today's meeting said ail 12 com- 
mittee members favoured an 
English return even before Milli- ■ 
chip and Carter had addressed 
them. 

But UEFA president Jacques
